Such a Work, I am ſenſible would have been of great Honour and 


Service to our Countrey ; ſince perhaps there was never any Reign, 
in which the publick Affairs were conducted with truer Wiſdom and 


Integrity, or with greater Glory and Succeſs. The excellent Annals 


, Mr. Camden, and the fog Papers in the fiſteenth and ſix- 
er 


zeenth Tomes of the Fœdera, have in ſome meaſure ſupplied the 
Curioſity of Mankind in theſe Particulars : But ſtill the genuine In- 


ſtructions and Diſpatches of Lord Burleigh and Hir Francis Wal- 
ſingham, would have added new Luſtre to that Glorious Reign, and 


opemd a Scene of Action equally ſurprizing and beautiful. 


| But though I have not been ſo happy, yer I accoumt it a fingu- = 
lar piece of good Fortune, that I have been able to preſerve ſo 
many noble Monuments from Rum and Obluion. If we here want 


the Tranſactiuns of the Burleighs and Walſinghams, the Loſs is 


in ſome meaſure ſupplyd, by the incomparable Diſpatches of the 
Great Earl of Salisbury; the Succeſſor of both, in their Virtues as 
well as Offices: To whoſe Memory, if Mankmd have not paid an 
equal Regard, it is only becauſe they were unacquamted with his 


Merit. 


In truth, the Tranſaftions comprized within this Period, (thoſe 
| eſpecially which fall under the Reign of King James) are generally ſo 
Ill underſtood, that I perſuade my ſelf I have performed no unac- 
ceptable piece of Service, in ſettmg them in a true Light. The 
whole Reign of that Prince, has been repreſented by a late cele- 
brated Pen, to have been a continued Courſe of mean Practices; 


and others, who have profeſſedly grven an Account of it, have fil- 


led their Works with Libel and Inveftrve inſtead of Hiflory. I 
will not undertake to juſtiſy every Part of that Reign; but this 1 


will venture to ſay, that both King James and his Miniſters have 
met with a Treatment from Poſteruy highly unworthy of them; 


and that thoſe Gentlemen, who have ſo liberally beſtowed their Cen- 
ſures, were entirely ignorant of the true Springs and Cauſes of the | 


Actions they have undertaken to repreſent. 


The noble Lord I juſt now mentioned (for what Reaſons I can't 
well concerve,) has indeed been the Mark and Level of all the 
Little Wits of his own and ſucceeding Times. An Author of more 
Malice than Learning, long ſince dead, could beſtou upon him no 
better Character, than that He was the firſt ill Treaſurer, and

the laſt good one ſince the Reign of Queen Eliaabetb: Aud 
* one of much greater Merit and Learning, now lromg, has been 
pleaſed to tranſcribe his very Words, Tis great pity our Hiſto- 
rians ſhould not grove themſelves ſome lutle Trouble in examining the 
Conduct of Great Men, before they ſit down to draw their Chara- 
ers. Had the worthy Author I laſt mention'd done this, I per- 
ſuade my ſelf he would ſoon have altered his Judgment, and from 


the cleareſt and moſt convmcing Teſtimonies, have commended him 


zo Poſteruy, as one of the wiſeſt and compleateſi Miniſters this Na- 
tion bas produced. I think I need go no farther than theſe very 
Papers, for the Proof of this Aſſertion. We may here take a per- 
fei View of him, in all parts of his Conduct, from his firſt Eu- 
trance upon publick Buſineſs, to his Death: For although f he was 
made Secretary of State in the Near 1596, yet I concerve he was not 
Prime Miniſter z:// after the Death of his Father, + which fell out 
in Auguſt 1598 : From that time the publick Affairs ſeem to have 
been entirely under his Direction; which he condutted with a Ca- 
pacity worthy of his Prince and Countrey, and an Integrny ſo firm 
and conſtant, as more than once expoſed his Life to the implaca- 
ble Malice of the Spaniards and Jeſuits. During the laſt Years 
of the Reign of his Glorious Miſtreſs, he ſupported her declming 
Age with that Vigour and Prudence, as at once enabled Her 10 
_ aſſiſt her Allies the States, when they were ingloriouſiy abandoned 
by France, and to baffle a dangerous Rebellion in Ireland, fomen- 
ted and cheriſhed by a ſirong Aſſiſtance from Spain. In the Remy 

of her Succeſſor, if the publick Aﬀairs were not carryd on with 

the ſame Spirit, the Fault cannot with Juſtice be charged upon 
this Great Miniſter. King James coming to poſſeſs a new and 
great Kingdom, was reſolved, at any Price, to have Peace with 
all the World, and eſpecially with Spain. And if we look mto 
the Conduct of that Prince, during the latter end of the preceding 
Reign, (an ample Account whereof we may meet with in the firſt 
Volume of theſe Papers, we may from thence collett ſome better 
Reaſons for that Reſolution, than have been yet made publick. 
But I will not dwell upon ſo unpleaſing a Subject; ſince though 
Truth may require us not to conceal the Failmgs of Princes, De- 
cency obliges us, at leaſt, not to aggravate them. How that Treaty 
was conducted, and upon what Terms finally concluded, * we may 
| here find a full Account, But how inglorious ſoever it was for

England, it proved of the moſt happy Conſequence to the States of 
Holland, who, by the ſole Aſſiſtance of our Engliſh. Volunteers (who, 
on that Occaſion reſorted thuher in great Numbers) were enabled 10 
continue the War, till by their Treaty with Spain, and the Archdukes, 
they had eſtabliſhed their Liberties and Sovereignty. 


1 might enlarge upon ſeveral other Particulars of this noble Lord's 
Conduct, and ſhew with what incomparable Wiſdom and Prudence 
he managed the great and important Truſts repoſed in him; which 
would give me an Opportunity of examining ſeveral very falſe and 


injurious Reflexions, which with great Injuſtice have been thrown up- 
on bis mage er by our own, as well as foreign Hiſtorians. But [| 


purpoſely decline all this, ſince his own Diſpatches are the flronge 


Proof, both of his Capacity and Integrity: And will conclude all I 


have to ſay of him, in the Words of a very ingenious Gentleman who | 


perfettly knew him; That though his mfirm Body could promiſe no 


ce great Support, yet he had a Head fo capacious and richly furnt- 
« ſhed, as if Nature had been moſt careful and diligent to compleat 
« the beſt and moſt uſeful Part about him; in enduing him with a 


© perfet] Memory, and bright and fund Intellefuals. 


For the ſame Reaſons I omit any particular Account of the reſt 
of thoſe great and worthy Perſons, whoſe Negotiations I have here 


made publick. Their Names and Charatters are already too well! 
known to all Men of Learning, to be particularly enlarged upon 
And were they not, their own Letters will give the beſt and trueſt 

Idea of both. It is ſufficient to ſay they are all fanhfully copyd from 
_ their Originals; in which Particular, any Perſon who deſires it, may 
bade immediate Satisfaction, the greateſt part of them being in my 


own Cuſtody. 


A tothe Method in which theſe Papers are digeſted, I have choſen 
zo throw them all into an exact Series of Time, which I judged to 
be the moſs uſeful.

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An 1599. There happened a great Diſaſter upon Monday laſt in the Forreſt of Bzerre, 
SY hard.-by Fountainbleas; eyther by Lightning, or other Milchance, the Wood 
fell on Fyre, and hath burned, as I am informed, about 40000 Acres of Wood, to the 
loſs at the leaſt of 200 thouſand Crownes; one whole Village is ſaid to be burn- 
ech and Fountainbleau, both Towne and Houſe, was hardly faved.

To morrow yt is ſaid the Archduke makes his Entry into 
Luxembuggb, and about eight or ten Days hence to Bruxelles, where there is 
great Magnificence prepared to receave him. The King © expected here againe 


| within fifteen Days, having a purpoſe to ſee the Queen Dowager at Chenoncaux,

RKeceaved your Honor's Letters of the 25% of „ e the 6th of October, 
and rhe morrow after, Peter Brown arrived with your Letter of the 18 of 
eptember. By that which Brows brought your Honor hath imparted unto me 
the Subſtance of the Parley between the Earle of Eſſex and Tyronne, for which 
I moſt humbly thank you, and beſeech God there may grow a good Concluſion 
thereof to her Majeſtic's Quiet and Contentment. That Opinion of your Ho- 
nors I hold for an Oracle, that rumores non ſunt ponendi ante ſalutem, and 
that tuta are to be preferred before ſpecioſa. I aſſure your Honor, that by com- 
unding theſe Matters in any ſort, your Honor ſhall greatly eſtabliſh her Maje- 
ſtie's Reputation in theſe Parts, where yt is holden for a Maxime, that the Ho- 
nor of a Prince conſiſts en bien faiſant {es affaires, and where the Opinion hath 
been conceaved and delivered, not without Shew of Rejoycin = ome princi- 
all Perſons, that her Majeſty would never ſee an end 0 choſe roubles in her 
Tyme. The King himſelf, at my Audience at Orleans, uſed theſe Speeches unto 
me, talking of the Warre of Ireland: The Queen your Miſtreſs thought I dealt 
too baſely in making Compoſition with my e and buying my Peace; ue 
hall ſee uhether 2 ſpeed better, ſhe with her Glorwouſneſs, or I with that 
ſhe calls Baſeneſs5. The reſt I certifyed at that tyme: Thys I forbore, be- 
canfe IT would not breed Offence. But I fee, howſoever tho' for their own Inte- 
they would be loth Spayne ſhould prevail againſt us, yet they would be con- 
tented we ſhould be humbled, and kept as low as might be; as well in Envy to 
our Proſperity, as upon a Deſyre that we may be enforced to ſtand in more re- 
ſpettive and regardfull Terms towards them.

By your other Letter of the 25* of September, I underſtand her Majeſtie's 
Pleaſure touching . 209 Charles Paget, which I made known unto him in ſuch 
ſort as I was therein directed. I found the Man exceeding forrowfull, and to be- 
wayle very much the Loſs of his Hope therein, the rather for that he hath been 
born in had theſe two Yeares, (by ſuch as he uſed for his means) that her Maje- 
ſtie was very graciouſly enclined to have taken Compaſſion upon him; but for 
the matter thus he anſwered. That 6f yt would have pleaſed her Majeſtie to 
have pardoned him, and thereby given him the Right and Quallity of her Subject, 
which he ſtands now deprived of, as he might have juſtifyed whatſoe ver he would 
have done for her Service with good Credit and Reputation, fo he would have 
done yt faithfully, and not only to have revealled whatſoever either himſelf hath 
treated with others, or others with him, or whatſoever he had underſtood to be 
treated by others againſt her Majeſtie; but alſo to have imployed his Credit and 
Acquaintance in forreign Parts, for the Diſcovery of any Practice that might be 
uſed hereafter. But not ſtanding in the Quallity of her Subject, nor in any Aſ- 
ſurance of her Grace or Protection, to ſerve in the Quallity of a Spye, to the 
Prejudice of them from Whom he was to receave Maintenance and Protection, 
yt was a thing he could not do eyther with Credit or Safety. And prayed me to 
aſſure my ſelf, that yt was not want that he eyther felt or feared, that had mo- 
ved him to ſeck her Majeſtic's Grace and Favour; but a Remorſe of Conſcience, 
and a Deſyre to end his Dayes with that Peace and Satisfaction of Mind, that he 
dyed in the Obedience of his naturall Prince, and that before his Death he had 
done her ſome Service.

or her Eſtate: And though be ſhould be never ſo well accommodated in the Ser- 
vice of any other Prince, yet whenſoever God ſhall move her Majeſtie to take 

any Compaſſion upon him, he would leave all to come to proſtrate himſelf at her 

Feet. I replyed not much unto him, becauſe I found him reſolute not to deale in 
that kind I propoſed, only I promiſed at his Requeſt to relate his Anſwere. 

I have according to your Commaundment ſent over the Party that I have 
ſtayed to be imployed into Spayne. I have made him Bearer of theſe my Let- 
ters, and have given him 30 Crowns for the Charge of his Journcy. He doth 

not require to have his Money before hand, except yt be ſome reaſonable Portion 
to carrye him thither, and to maintaine him till a Supply come. Vt ſeems he 
would aſſigne a good Part of + to be receaved quarterly by his Wyfe, whom he 
intends to leave at Dzepe, ſs your Honor think better he ſhould leave her in 
England for a Pledge of his Fidelitie, which he will be contented to do yf you 
pleaſe. For his Abillitie ro judge of warlike Preparations, - although his Profeſ- 
ſion were not that way, yet his ang lay by this King ſundry times, and fot 
that ſe cheefly, is an Argument that there was ſome ſufficiencie diſcerned in 
him. He is born a Frenchman, upon the Frontiers of Picardy towards Artois. 
I am aſſured by ſuch as recommended him unto me, of his faithfullneſs and ho- 
neſty, the reſt your Honor can beſt judge of. e 
For the 18000 Crowns, I ſtay the Delivery of yt to theſe Italian till I may 
hear from your Honor that Cor ſeni and Ricci will accept their Bills; for the 
other 2000 Crowns I will be anſwerable for them, and have already given Order 
for the Payment of ſo muche into the Exchequer. I beſeeche your Honor to 
ſpeake to the Lord Treſurer that my Entertainment be not ſtayed hereafter as 
yt hath been. By that tyme this Letter come to your Hands there will be three 
Moneths — whereas by the Privy Seale, I was to be allowed ever three 
Months beforehand. Surely Sir, yf my Entertainment be ſtopped, I cannot con- 
tinue here; and even this Stay of yt y hath put me much to my Shifts.

INC E my laſt unto you ſent by Romain, there came an Engliſhman hither 
from Breſt, to advertiſe me, that two Engliſh Barkes, the one of Dart- 
mouth, the other of Plimmouth, comming from Nochell, were taken by two 
Spaniſh Men of Warr which were going to Breſt to fetch away certaine an. 
ard which remayned there; and that * Spaniards after they had taken them, 
carried them with them to Breſt, where upon the ſute of ſom 2 ngliſh Marchants, 
the Lieutenant and Coun ſail of the Towne, in the Abſence of Monſieur de 
Jour diac, ſtayed both the Priſes and the Men taken in them, until the King's 
Pleaſure were knowen, for which purpoſe they ſent a Meſſenger pourpoſely unto 
the Court. Upon this Advertiſement I ſent to Monſieur de Villeroy and other 
of the Counſail about yt, (being my ſelfe in Phiſick, and not in caſe to go out 
of my Houſe, ) to pray them to move the King in yt; who preſently gave Order 
that the Men ſhould be fer at Liberty, and that both the Barks and Goods ſhould 
be reſtoared unto them. Whereof I thought fitt to give your Honor ſpeedy Ad- 
yertiſement, that her Majcſtie or your Honor may yt yt pleaſe you take knowledge 
of yt unto the Frenche Ambaſſador there; for I perceeve they think they have 
don her Majeſtie a great Kindneſs in yt, and more then they were bound to doe, 
and 8288 will looke yt ſhould be acknowledged by her.

You Warrant in her Name to give him this Aſſureance, that yf he doe com into 
Eng land, and as ſoone as he is arrived, make yt knowen that he is come from 
you, and directed unto me, that I will ſend for him to ſome other Place then to 
the Courte, where ſhe will int my Lord Admirall and my ſelfe to conferre 
with him, for ſhe would not have him com thither at fyrſt; And in this ſort you 
may aſſure him, and give him nr Paſſeport as her Majeſtie's Ambaſſador for 
his comming and going, which her Majeſtie meaneth to make good, and ſo you 
may be aſſured by this Letter, but ſhe will ſend him no Pardon over.

tain Exaction which they require, under the Name of Licences. The Reaſon 
that moves the Hates to ſuch a Reſolution, I underſtand to be this: They fynd 
that the Provinces ſubject to the Archedute, have ſought to cſtabliſh ar + 
lais a Staple of all Commodities which they want, and which they were wont to 
be furniſht of from Holland and Zeland; and upon that Hope principally, they 
adyentured to breake of all Commerce with the Enited Provii!ces, which other- 
wiſe they could not have wanted. And they are perſwaded, that yf they be dil- 
appointed of that meanes of futniſhing themſelves from Calais, they will be in- 
forced to renewe the Commerce, and take Licences of the Hates, as heretofore 
they have done; which will be very beneficiall unto them, and make them the 
better to ſubſiſt in their Defence.

upon it then thus; that when in your 22 you ſhall finde he ſuſdenſe to 
be voluntary and diſgraceful, you ſhall then doe well to ſeeme ſenſible of it, 
and to uſe this Argument; that his Ambaſſador is uſed here with better forme, 
being never kept three Daies from Audience, whenſoever he deſires it. .

Now, Sir, to deliver you my Conceipt of this matter, this it is, They are infinitely 
de ſtrous to breake off this Treaty of Peace, or if that cannot be, at the leaſt to 
hold the chief Place and Intereſt in her Majeſtic's Amitie; and for that pur- 
poſe are willing to renewe the Treaties. But they are jealons that her Maje- 
ſtte hath no Intention to do it, and found themſelves therein, (as Monſicur de 
Villeroy himſelf diſcovered in ſpeech unto me) upon /ome cold Anfewere, Mon- 
ſieur de Boiſiſſe receaved in that matter about two Moneths ſince, ether from 
her Majeſtie or your Honor. And I learne for certaine, and by good means, 
that Monſieur de Villeroy takes all this that I have done, to proceede from me, 
d"Office as they terme it, only to ſound them, and drawe ſome Promiſe of Money 
from them; which done, her Majeſtie (he thinks) hath no prrpoſe to renewe 
the Treaties. But if it pleaſe her Majeſtic to cleere them of that Doubt, and to 
offer to renewe the Treaties, upon Condition they will pay her ſuch a Somme of 
Money as ſhe ſhall think fitt this Yere, (which notwithſtanding will hardly be 
above 200000 Crownes, if ſo much,) and aſſure her of an annuall Payement till 
the Debt be diſcharged; ether you ſhall drawe that Contenrment and Aſſurance 
from them which you would, (as I verily beleeve you may ar this ryme) or you 
ſhall gaine another Point of no ſmall Advantage, namely, to diſcover that you 
are not to truſt or build upon any thing from them at any time. For if they 
will doe nothing now, (her Majeſtie's Occaſions to maintaine her Warres, and 
their owne Intereſts to aſſure her Amitie fo ſeaſonably requiring it,) you may 
make a ſure Concluſion, that no other occaſion will drawe it from them. And 
if there be no other Fruit but that made of this Negotiation, I thinke it not im- 
pertinent nor unfruitfull for her Majeſtie, that ſhe may not be deccaved in the 
account which happily ſhe makes of this King. But as I ſaid, I rather beleeve 
the former: And the better to drawe them to it, r will not be amiſſe to enter- 
tayne the Treaty with Spaine, whether you think to conclude it or nay, at leaſt 
till you have receaved from hence the Satisfattion you looke for. And though 
| you ſhould both intend and ſee likely hood to conclude a Peace with Spazne, I 
ſee not why it ſhould not be good for the Queene to diſſerre it ſoe long, till ſhe 
| * both aſſure her Marchants State and Trade here, and drawe hence per- 
enture fifty or threeſcore thouſand Pound: whereof the Peace being once 
made, ſhe is in daunger never to ſee a Penny. * will not offer to binde you 
not to make Peace with Spaine, but only ſeeke to aſſure themſelves, that you will 
not make Alliance with Spaine againſt them, which is the thing they extreme- 
ly feare, and whereof in my poore Opinion they would be held in doubt, till you 
drawe Ny from them. If her Majeſtie be pleaſed to continue this Ne- 
otiation, the muſt firſt advowe my Proceeding with them, els your confirme 
Nen fene de Villeroy's Suſpicion, and overthroue the very Ground of all. Next 
I defire to have an Anſwere with all poſſible 2 Monſieur de Villeroy re- 
ceaved a Packett upon Munday laſt from Monſi 
ſuppoſe ir imports ſomewhat, comming in ſuch haſte, though I cannot learne 
what.

Vou ſhall underſtand 
that Mr. Edmondes is arrived three Daies ſince, who hath declared the Subſtance 
of his Negotiation, which is this in effect: That thoſe three Points, to which 
her Majeſtic gave Refuſall, have bin declared to the Archduke with Proteſtation, 
as bein . of ſo extreme and exorbitant Nature, that her Majeſtie can in 
10 wiſe yeeld unto them. To the which, (allthough they ſeemed mightily to op- 
poſe) yet in Concluſion they deſire a Meeting by their Letter, which contain- 
eth ( implicati vs _ JT they deſire to meet, we ought to ymagine they have 
a purpoſe to accommodate ; for if they had not, it may be well judged, that it 
doth behove them to be as ſenſible w wayne Colloquie, as the ee: a a 
| Hereupon her Majeſtic hath returned this Anſwere, which will appear to you 
by the Letter incloſed. And you are further to underſtand, that it is her Maje- | 
ſtie's Pleafure that you ſhall be a Commiſſioner; for which purpoſe you ſhall do 
Wy well to drawe downe to ſome good Towne nere Hollen, whereby you may meet 
(upon a Daie's Warning) the reſt of your Fellowe Commiſſioners, that ſhall be 
deputed from hence, without ** driven one of you to ſtay for another. It is 
allo her Majeſtie's Pleaſure, (in reſpect of the Qualitie and Place you hold there)

I pray you, Sir, 
lett this Letter give you ſufficient notice of this her Majeſtie's Reſolution; which 
I doe ſend unto you with all Expedition, becauſe you may the better provyde 
for all things fitt for you at Bollen. For which purpoſe I thinke you may do 
well to ſend over ſome Seryant of yours, that may behold the manner of their

could be derived from that Treaty. Upon this Speech her Majeſtie told him, 
it ſeemed wonderfull prepoſterous to her, that this matter of the Money 
(wherein ſhe had ſoe long attended a particular Reſolution) ſhould have an 

new reference to the matter of the Treaty; and therefore told him, that all. 


though ſhe was exceedingly diſpoſed, and ready to enter into any Treaty, yet 


if ſhe thought the Anſwere for the point of the firſt Payment, ſhould have any 


* Dependency or Suſpenſion, for any Circumſtances that muſt ether goe before 


or after the Treaty, ſhe ſhould thinke her ſelfe unduely proceeded withall.

and told us what had paſſed; ** ſaying that the Queene asked Impoſſibilities, for 


the King would begin to pay her, if ſhe would be content to take ſome Por- 
tion, but to take all it was in vaine to ſpeake of: Whereupon we required him 

to forbeare to make his Diſpatch, untill we might ſpeake with her Majeſtic, 
with whom we thought we ſhould ſo cleere the point, as ſhe would bring him 
a better Subject for his Letters.” Herewith he ſeemed ſatisfied, and fo yeſter- 


day in the Afternoone he had Conference with her Majeſtie's Counſail. At our 
Meeting, we told him That her Majeſtie had commanded us (for he had com- 
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play ned the Day before of lack of Juſtice in matters of er to de- 
clare theſe three Things Firſt, the great Care her Majeſtie had taken, by 

conſtituting certay ne Commiſſioners ſummarily to determine thoſe Differences, 
wherein we were able to give him ſome Inſtances of Juſtice done on our parts; 
where (for ought that we know) there was very fewe or none of the French 


* King's part. Next we told him, that (becauſe her Majeſtie had ſeene many 


hard Meaſures offred in France to her Subjects, and many Priviledges denied, 


wherein they were intereſſed by virtue of former Treaties) her Majeſtic hath 


cauſed her Ambaſſador to preſſe a Re- eſtabliſnment of the ſame; and ſoe much 


the rather, becauſe yt hath fallen out, that when Complaint was made by our 


Marchants, for Courſes taken repugnant to ſuch Priviledges as have bin graunt- 


ed by former Treaties; they have bin anſwered by the King's Miniſters in 


ſuch cold manner, as though they were bebolding for new Curteſies, if 
old Orders were obſerved. In which Conſideration, her Majeſtie had com- 
maunded you, to propound to the King ſome convenient way to be eſta- 
bliſhed, that the Subjects of eche Prince might knowe what to truſt to.

ties betweene them two; which was the Cauſe that ſhe did wiſh the fame might

But I ayowed that they had never deſerved better of this State then her Maje- 
ſtie had done, * of this King: And that therefore ſhe might as well 
looke to be regarded in her fo juſt Demaunds, as the Sniſers, or any othet 
Princes or State whatſoever. ' He ſaid they were able to diſcerne of the Utili- 
ty of their Alliances, and to render to every one his due regard as ſhould moſt 
import them. But for our Demaunds, he ſaid, they were ſuch as they could 
not tell what to anſwere us, being very loath to refuſe us, and yet not able 
to content us. From that matter he proceeded to the other of renewing the 
Treatie; complaining, that whenſoever they had offred to bring the matter to 
ſome Iſſue, the Queene gave back; ſo had the done when upon my firſt Mo- 
tion of it, the King had aſſented to it at Bloys : the like when their Ambaſſa- 
dor had revived it ſome Moneths ſince; and now againe, when the King had 
offred to ſend one over papeny to conclude it, The Queene ſeemed willing 
rather to avoyde it then to defire it, by referring it over to the handling of 
their ordinary Ambaſſador, which (con —_ the freſh Example of our pro- 
ceeding with him in the Treaty for Marine Cauſes) gave them little hope of 
any ſpeedy Iſſue, but rather that we meant to drawe it in length, which 
they ſaw no purpoſe of. He complayned allſo, that her Majeſtic had refuſed 
to accompany the Point of her Satisfaction, with the other of renewing the

I anſwered, that her Majeſtic 
had ſufficiently declared CS Intention in this Matter, by commaunding me at 
the firſt to move and preſſe it. That the fault that it proceeded not when 
the King aſſented unto it at Boys, was theirs, not ours; For the Breach or In- 
terruption of the They owing from their Default, it was reaſon the renewi 
and reviving of yt,ſhould likewiſe proceed from them: And it was ſufficient that 
her Majeſtic had ſummoned them unto it. Of any Offer made afterwards by their 
Ambaſſador and refuſed by her Majeſtic, I never underſtood ; and if there 
had bin any, no doubt I ſhould have been advertiſed of it. And for this lare 
Proceeding, her Majeſtic's Intention was very cleere; that ſhe thought not to 
recule, but to advance it by that ſhe had ſignified unto Monſieur de Boi ſiſſe; 
namely, that ſhe was ready to enter into Conference, and to treate with him- 
_ «« ſelf of it, whenſoever the King would give him Commiſſion. Her Deſire it 
ſhould be managed by him, rather then by any other expreſſely ſent, was for

Right Honorable, 20 May 1600. O. S. 
T may pleaſe your Honor to underſtand, that on Fryday the 16 at Noon, we 
three fan ſoners that came out of England arrived here, and I her Maje- 
ſtie's Ambaſſador; in the Evening. The next Day about Noon, there came a Gen- 
tleman unto us from the Commeſſioners on the other ſyde to ſalute us; and to 
excuſe themſelves unto us, that by reaſon of the Indiſpoſition of the Audiencer 


by the way, they could not arrive untill the next Day, which they did accord- 


in the Evening. Within one Howr or two after their Arrivall, we ſent the 


| Secretaric of me the Ambaſſador, to render the Complement which we had recea- 


ved the Day before; and withall to ſignifye, that her Majeſtic had ſent us hither 
to per forme that on her part, whereunto ſhe had been zxvzted by their Princes, 
which we were ready to accompliſhe when the Health of the ſaid Audiencer, 
and their Commoditie would permit yt; and in the mean tyme while he attend- 
ed his Health, and the reſt refreſhed themſelves of their Jorney, not to be alto- 


| = idle, yf they thought good ro communicate and ſend a Copy of their 


ommiſſion to us, that we would do the like to them. And the Reaſon which 
moved us to take this Courſe was, for that being doubrfull whether the Commz/- 


 ſooners for Spaine were authorized directiy from that Ki 7 or only by Delega- 
ton ſubſtituted by the Archduke, (as yt was in the laſt * 

we were deſyrous to be cleared of that Poyut, to the end to receave thereby 
the better Light, how to proceed in the matter of the Precedencie: Intending

_ theirs fyrſt delivered unto me, before ours was unto them. 


That Evening and this Morning, we conferred of the Validity of therr Commi f 
ons, the Copies whereof we ſend your Honor herewith; and touching that 
which is from the Archduke, for his own yours we ſee no Cauſe to except 

os yad in our Judgments theſe Cauſes of 
Doubr. ; 


F'yrſt, Becauſe the Commiſſion granted by the King of Spazne to the Archduke, 
is only under the Privie Seale, and ours under the Great Seale; and that we 
fynd that the Words of our Commiſſion be, that we ſhall treat with Commiſſioners 
of the other ſyde, poteſtatem ſimilem, ſufficiens & plenum mandatum hahent:- 


bus; and that we are likewiſe directed by our Inſfructionc, to have full regard 
to ſee the Validitie of their Commiſſions, that they may appeare to be as fully 


theretore, whether we may hould their Power to be like, and as full as ours. 
Secondly, Becauſe in the Kings of Spaine's Commiſſion to the Archduke, there 
be no expreſs Words to give him Power to ſubſtitute and ſubdelegate, other 


then theſe Words, trattar y hazer trattar; whether thereby his Commiſſion and 
_ Sbdelegation ought to be eſteemed valuable in Law, and his Subſtitute Aucto- 
ritie ſufficient, and ſuch as our Commiſſion and Inſtructions do limit us unto to 
treat withall.

Thirdly, We fynd this Defect; that whereas in the late Treaty with the King 
of France at Vervin, the Archduke did in his Commiſſion of Subdelegation, pro- 
miſe and binde himſelf, not only ro approve, confirme, and obſerve whatſoever 
ſhould be donne by his Subdelegates, mais auſſi ſi beſdign eft, le faire par ſa 
dicte Majeſte ſollemnellement confirmer, ratifier, & approver; theſe Words re- 
cited in Frenche are now in this ray 34 clean omitted, and no Words to ſup- 
ply them.

De Queen to the Engliſh Commiſſioners for the Treaty at Bulloigne. 
FFF PFTS. & o „ Ry OD... 
©T 'Ruſty and right well-beloyed we greet you well. By your Letters of the 
c of this Moneth, delivered unto us the next Day, we underſtand what 
hath paſſed berween you and the Commiſſioners ſince your Landing ; wherein we 
do commend that you proceed with Caution, in a matter of ſo great Moment. 
We have conſidered of your Obſervation of ſome Scrupules probably moved as 
well upon their — any as your owne; upon which, althoughe we might 
with good appearance ſtand, and urge to have them further cleared, if the Aſſu- 
rance hereafter of Conditions to be agreed on now, did eſſentiall upon 
the Formallitie of theſe Things: Vet becauſe we wold have them know, that 
we are neither ſo greedy of Peace as we would paſs over Matters o _ ance, 
wor ſo careleſs of yt, as to ſpend tyme in reconcileing Scrupules of this es 
vou may let them know, that althoughe we do find Matter to which we might 
n ſtrict Ceremony take Exception, yet ſeeing we have been drawen on thus 
farre, by no other reaſon ſo muche, as by Confidence in both the Princes Syn- 
cerities, (it being proper to us to judge the Spirit of others, by the Clearneſs of 
our owne Intentions,) we are contented without inſiſting upon theſe Things in 
the beginning, to paſs on to further Conference; the rather to juſtific thereby 
our clear Meaning in a Cauſe, to the Succeſs whereof, there is among Chriſtian 
Princes ſo great Attention. And therefore, in particular to anſweare the Doubts 
propoſed by you; we find them to have reference partly to the Validity of the 
| Spaniſh Commiſſion, and their intended manner ¶ making the Treaty one joynt 
Action, and partly Dowbts conceived of the {ffcient Warrantize of your 
| ſelves, by the Commiſſion and Inſtruction which you have from us. The fyrſt 
do conſiſt in ſome four Points; one, that the Commiſſion is ſealed" with 4 /e/5 
Seale and termed a Privie Seale, and not a Great Seale as ours is. Another, 
that in the Tenor of the King of Spaine's Commiſſion, (hazar tratar are not 
ufficient as you think, 0 give the Archduke Power to ſubdelegate others. To 
both which our Anſweare is, That becauſe we think yt were to ſmall purpoſe,

urge him to beginne with us in the Ratification. Wherefore, you 
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for the King of Spine and the Archduke (who have engaged their Honor ſo far Au. 1600. 
as they have done already in this Treaty ſely to ule any deficient Forme or SY 
Clauſes infufficient in the Commiſſion, 05 no Man needs to dowbr but when 

Wes are agreed on by you, they muſt be ratified by both of us hereafter) 


e will accept this Ad of theirs, as a ſufficient Declaration of their 
ntent and Warrant — 2255 us, being 2 ſuch a Seale as yt ir. So 
that for the matter of the Seale, yf they as Commiſſioners for the Princes will 
give their honorable Atteſtation, that the King (as Verreyten did ſay to Ed- 
Fw uſeth no other Seale, and that the Commiſſion to treat with France was 
| feaked with the like, you may then forbear to ſtand longer upon yt. And upon 
the ſame Ground alſo of their true Meaning, we are contented not to urge the 
demaunding of any more expreſs Words of Power to ſubdelegate to be inſerted 2 
i the Spaniſh Commiſſion, but to accept of Hagar tratar, becauſe we hold the 
Words to be forcible in that Language, and in bone fide; Conſiructione to import 
as much as is requyred, howſoever in Interpretation of Law they may be argu- 
ed. And eſpecially, becauſe the Senſe of this and all other Treati h not 
fo much depend upon the Warrant given by Princes to their MiniſteFto treate, 
as upon that of Nat i rat ion of the Princes themſelves, approving what their 
Servants have done. ths £5 hats 4 . 4 
A third Dowbt moved by you is, That the Archduke's Commiſſion granted to 
the Spaniſh and his Commiſſioners joyntly, doth not containe one particular 
Clauſe, that he ſhall procure the King of Spaine to ratifye what ſhall be done, as 
he did in the like Commiſſion — by him to treate with the Frenche. Where- 
unto we ſay, That, fyrſt, yt ſeemeth to our Counſaill here upon the Perufall of 
both Commiſſions, Thar * Words are forcible enough to bynd the King of 
Spaine in Honor to approve his Miniſters Doings, and that the Archduke himſelf 
th promiſe all he doth, both in the King's Name and his owne. In which, 
althoughe he doth not uſe the Words ſi beſorgn eft, as in the Commiſſion for the 
Treaty with France, yet that need not be ſtood upon, becauſe we ſee that you 
do treat not only with all whom the Archduke by virtue of the King's Commil- 
ſion doth ſubdelegate, but with ſome of them (as the Spaniſh Ambaſſador) who 
have an immediate Commiſſion from the King of Spaine. To which maine Ar- 
nt, this may happely be a good Cauſe why the Archduke uſed not the 
ords ſi beſoign eſt, ©c. as in France, becauſe we do further call to mynd, that 
at the tyme of this Treaty with France, the Tranſport of the Low-Conntries was 
not conſummated, nor the Marriage of the Infanta per fected; ſo as the French 
had more Reaſon then to urge yt, and they to inſert ſuch Words in their Com- 

_ miſſion (whereby the King's Ratification was promiſed,) becauſe the World could 
take no ſuch Knowledge of that Ab/o/uteneſs which the Archduke aſſumed. 
Whereas now, all outward Solemnities in t — are perfected, which 
gives an appearance of a perfect Ceſſion of the Lou Countries to the Archdukes, 

who have receaved their Faith and Hommage. We may not in this caſe expect 

| (bhowſoever by ſome ſecret Conjecture we may argue that the King bath reſer- 
ved ſome Intereſt to him ſelf) that they will inſert any ſuch Words now, as yf 

there were any Cauſe for the World to dowbt, that for the State of the Low- 

Countries, there need be any further Reſort to any other Authority then what 

the Archdukes themſelves ſhall do. Further, yt is alſo incident to this Caſe, that 

yf the King of Spaine ſhall not give ſuch Rane to that which ſhall be ac- 

corded as we ſhall like, m at our Liberty to graunt nothing unto him. And

would have the Speech thereof avoyded yf yt be poſſible for you to ſhift yt; but 
yf yt be ſo urged that you cannot put yt off, you may then underſtand, that 
we can in no fort lyke that yt ſhall further extend, then to the narrow Seas and 
Places of the Archdule's Dominions. For Reaſon whereof you may alleage, 
that the ſtretching of yt further hath impoſſibillity in yt; for that neyther ſuche 
Shipps of our Subjects as are already at the Seas in farre Voyages can take know- 


| ledge of the Ceſſation to any purpoſe for furtherance of the preſent Action, nor 


likewiſe the Notice thereof come in any convenient Tyme into Spaine, to hin- 


der the Proceeding of any thing there already fer forward, as happly there may 
be, for annoying us eyther upon our Coaſt here, or in Ireland. And further, 

that they have ſpoy led ſnce the Aſſurance of Treaty many of our Subjects, both

VI may pleaſe you to underſtand, that we receaved her Majeſtie's Letter of | 
the 2.4 of May the 26% of the fame. Before which tyme (as we ſignif = | 
ed unto your Honour in our laſt Diſpatch that we intended,) we were entered | = 
into a Conference oy with the Spaniſh Commeſſioners touching the Ex- 
ceptiont to their Commiſſion whereof we made mention, and had receaved fome 
| reaſonable Satisfaction from them in all Poynts faving in the Matter of Preceden- 
cie, which we had likewiſe propounded in our Reply, marked with the Letter C, 
whereunto they anſwered, as may re in the Paper marked with D. By 
which Anſwere we fynding ber 22 Honor much touched, we would not 
forbear but (according to our Inſtructions) to ſhew ſom part of the Reaſons 
whereby we claimed the Place as due unto her, which your Honor ſhall fynd in a 
the Writing marked E; and therewithall (to avoyd all further Delay which 
_ the proſecuting of that Queſtion to our principall Buſyneſs) we 
ed by Poſtſcript, an Offer to enter into Conſideration with them of ſome mid- 
ale and equall Courſe, to accommodate that Poynt without Prejudice to eyther 
 S$yde, whereunto as yet we have receaved no Anſwere. Notwi ing we have 
Dr ings thus farre, and to ſend 
opies of all, 71 their own Hands in our Cuſto- 
dy. We purpoſe yf they ſhall offer any reaſonable way, which may ſtand with 
| her Majeſtie's Honor and our Inſtructions, to proceed to a Meeting: Otherwiſe 
do advertiſe ſuch Overtures as ſhall be made by them for the compoſing of this 
queſtion, and to her Majeſtie's Reſolution o. 
_ Whiles this ion hath depended, there have bin private Viſitations betweene 
me the Secretarze and the Audiencer, and likewiſe betweene me Thomas Edmonds, 
and the Preſident Richardott and the ſaid” Audiencer. In the which, Speeche 
having bin miniſtred of this of Precedencie, they ſeem to fynd yt ſtraunge 
that we would ever move yt, that yt did never fall into the Archdukes or 
their Conſideration, as a Matter which they thought would never have bin called 
in queſtion.

But becauſe we conceived, that theſe Acts which paſſed in Writing 
between us, would remaine as Monuments to Poſteritie, we were not willing 
to leave off with ſuch a Blott and Diſadvantage to her Majeſtie, as to have not 
only Precedencie but Equallity denyed her, unaſwered by us; and therefore 
thought good, fyrſt to fortifye her Majeſtie's Claime by Reaſons, and afterwards 
to 400 the Poſtſcript, to reconcile theſe Extremes FA ſome mat Courſe, 
according to the Order of our ions. And amongſt other Reaſons which 
they alleaged, why they could not like of an equall Courſe with us in this Poynt, 
they ſtood cheefly upon this, that they conteſted with Fraunce for the Place; 
Pp we yealding yt to France, yf they ſhould now aſſent to an Equallitie with 
us, yt were to quitt their Pretenſion againſt France; of all which we thought 
fit to make relation, that your Honor may ſee; that yt is likely there will be 
more difficultie in that Point then at firſt was conceived: When we had writ- 


ten thus far, (the Wynd not then ſerving to ſend away) we teceayed Veſternight 
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another Wryting from the Spaniſh Comiſſioners marked with F, which we ſend 
unto your Honor with the reſt; to which. for that yt containeth no Matter of 
Moment, we mean not to reply, but attend whether they will make any An- 
ſweare to our Offer contayned in the Poſtſcript; which yf they do not we muſt 
hold yt for refuſed, and deſyre in that Caſe to underſtand her Majeſties Direction 
how we ſhall further proceed; for that we take yt, that we have gone as far in 
this Point, as our IntroQtions ſeem to warrant us. In the meane tyme, we are 
very gladd we have drawen thus muche from them, that yt may appear upon how 
 weake Reaſons they their Pretence of preſteancey. 
As ſoon as any other Matter is offered we will advertiſe yt with all Dilligence. 
In the mean tyme we moſt humbly take our leave. —

T may pleaſe your Honor, we thought good to take the itie of Mr. Ce- 
Sus Returne, to advertiſe your Honor that ſince our laſt Diſpatch there is 
no great Advancement in our Buſyneſs. Only, the ſame day, Audiencer 
came unto me 7 homas Edmonds, and deſyred to have a Copy of the Commiſſion 
as yt was refourmed, and that I would take the Paines to adviſe with the Preſ& 
dent Richardott for the reconciling the Difference in Queſtion. Accordingly I 
went unto him that Evening, and havi ivered him the ſaid Copy, I tould 
him that we found yt ſtraunge that having anſwered the reſt 1 they 
had made no Anſwere at all to our contayned in the Poſtſcript: That for 


dur Parts, although we had juſt on to miſlike their laſt Anſwere in Wryting 
and to reply unto yt, 2 to paſs by all queſtions that might hinder the procee N 
ing in the principall Buſyneſs for which we came, we were reſolved to ſpend no 
further tyme in Replies, but to continue our former Offer, and to expect their 
Anſwere to yt; 3 yf there grew any delay or breache for want of 
Conformitie in them, the Fault ſhould not be ours but theirs, who would not be 
ſatisfyed with Reaſon and Eguallitie, but would needs urge a Prejudice and Diſ- 
advantage upon us.

I tould him that I would relate 
75 but to the end that I might not miſtake; him, I praied him to explaine him- 
ſelf whether their Meaning was, that we ſhould there continue the Conference; 
or whether they would meet alternatively at ours. He anſwered me that he did 
underſtand, that the Meeting ſhould continue at their Lodging, but that they 
would not ſtick ſomtymes to come to ours. I tould him that I was affared that 
this would nothing ſatisſie our Syde, being in Effect the ſame Pont of Priori- 
tie which had been all this while debated, that her Majeſtic might as well 
have ſent to treat in their Country, which he knew was refuſed. Notwithſtand- 
ing he praied me to relate yt to the reſt of the Commiſſioners, which I promiſed 
to do, and to ſend him their Anſwere ſoon after. Upon Conference amongſt our 
ſelves, we returned Anſwere, That we found the Offer very unequall, and could 
not by any means accept of ye for the Reaſons beforementioned; but thereupon 
we took occaſion to deſyre that Rychardott and the Audiencer, yf not as Com- 
miſſioners for the King of Spayne, yet as Commiſſioners for the Archduke, would 
take the Paynes to come and conferr with us at our _ to the end that 
we might at our meeting agree of ſome equall Courle to We both Sydes, and 
to proceede to our Buſyneſs. They tooke tyme to communicate yt to the Spa- 
niſb Commiſſioners, and afterwards retourned Anſwere, that they the ſaid Ri- 
chardott and the Audiencer, would meet us the Secretarie and Thomas Ed: 
monds on the Sands at Five of the Clock, where we did uſe to take the Air 
ſometyme; but becauſe we had made the Motion to them expreſſly, as to Com- 
_ miſſioners for the Archduke and not for the King of Spayne, and therefore took 
their Anſwere to be made as in the ſame Quallitie, we thought yt not fytt to aſ- 
ſent to ſuch an equallitie with them; but rather, that L Thamar Edmonds ſhould

X FT ER our very Her Her Majeſtie hath been made 
[I acquainted with all that hath paſſed between you her Majeſties Commiſ- 
10ners and the others, as well in the Interim between your Diſpatche and your 
Anſwere, as ſince, Whereby her Majeſtic perceaving upon how exorbitant Con- 
ditions they ſtand for the Matter of Precedencie, ſhe hath commaunded us to 
reitterate againe her former Direction, that ſhe will never do her ſelf that wronge, 
as to yeald in that Poynt any manner of ſuperiority; being reſobved as ſoon to 
keep her Sword drawen for maintenance of her Honor, as for her Poſſeſſions. 
Her Majeſtic hath ſeen their laſt Reply marked with the Letter F, in which there 
is nothing of any Subſtance; for when they would derive their Titles of Great- 
neſs from the Gothe, (who had Titles as they pretend before there were ever 
Dukes of Britaine born or created,) we do not ſee but the fame may be ſaid for 
Brittanie; For yt appeareth in many Stoaries, that the Poſſeſſors of Brittanie 
aſſumed to themſelves de facto as greate Titles ever ſince Julius Czfar's tyme, 
whe was long before the Gorhes. For the Poynt of the Coſmographers to reſem- 
ble Spaine to the Head of 4 Body, there muſt be better Reaſon ſhewed then the 
Pamphletts of an idle Braine. For the third Poynt of the lineall Deſcent PS 
that Blood Royall of the Gothes, the ſame may be ſayd of her Majeſtic, who zs 
as lineally deſcended from the antient Kings of the Brittayns. And for the Ge- 
nerall Counſaill, we can ſay no more then hath been ſaid, that when England 
- gy the See of Rome, they have far more to ſhew for themſelves then 
: oe hath ; as may well appeare by the Diviſion of Chriſtendome into Nations, 
ITtalicam, Gallicam, Germanicam & Britannicam, where Spaine ts not ſo much 
as once named. To conclude, her Majeſtic would have you plainely let them 
know that for that poynt ſhe is reſolute, further then to fall to ſome indifferent 
Compoſition, with Proteſtation on eyther Hide that no de ſhall be prejudiced. 
In this Poynt if you find them tractable, her Majeſtic would have you ſhew your 
ſelves conformable, rather then to fruſtrate all; allthough you may thus affirme, 
that what Claime ſoever they make, or howſoever by the Power that Spaine hath 
had from the See of Rome, many Attempts have been made for Precedencie; yet

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they ſhall never ſhew de facto, that ever they as Kings 0 Spaine had gt where An. 1600. 


England was @ Party; but contrarywiſe, that England alway 
and oftentymes enjoyed yt. For our yealding yt to France, and their conteſting 
with them, howloever any private Diſpoſition to Warre or Peace have way - 
ed any other Princes to Contention or to yealding, her Majeſtic is not in this 
Caſe to look to ſuche collaterall Contingents, but to reſpect her own preſent 
State and Intereſt. Hereupon you ſhall make Judgment, at what Price her Ma- 
jeſtie may vallew the Purpoſe of their Offers to make Peace. For yf their Ne- 
ceſſities or Zeale be not greater, then that they will quytt that 2whzch they pre- 
tend ſo Chriſtianly to deſyre, for this Punctilio without juſt Reaſon; we may 
think then, that all this hath been rather to ſerve ſome preſent Turn then other- 
wiſe. And in that Caſe, yf you ſhall fynd them to pretend to ſend for a further 
Anſwere into Spazne, you may let them plainly know, that the Queene will 
not ſuffer you to = any longer on that Syde of the Sea for the decyding of 
ſuch a Queſtion. Whereof, conſidering how conformable the = ews her 
ſelf, there is no Man that will beleeve that there is any friendly Meaning in 
them, ro make dowbr.

We alſo do ſend unto you an Abſtract of a Letter written from the Commiſſio- 
ners at Vervzn to the Cardinal Albert their Maiſter; by the Style whereof we 
dowbt not but Richardott will eaſily acknowledge the Letter, yt being then in- 
tercepted with other Letters at Sea, in going from the Cardinal towards Spaine. 
Buy which Abſtract, out of their own Reaſons (as Subdelegates only from the 
Cardinal, and not intermediate Commiſſioners of the King of Spaine) you may 
make ſome preſent Uſe in this Treaty; and withall rake Occaſion, by heir owne 
Words there alleaged (of their Proceedings with her Majeſtic in 88,) to let 
them know, the juſt Cauſes of Diffidence which her Majeſtie Dy by for- 
mer Example, of their Sincerity now; eſpecially When her Majeſtic is contented 
to aſſent for the general Good to any indifferent Courſe. And foraſmuche as yt 
was uſed once as a Reaſon why the Precedencie was graunted to England in $8, 
that yt was in reſpect ber e ſent her Commiſſioners into his Territories; 
you ſhall not ſticke to let them know, that yf they will ſend over two or three 
of their Commiſſioners into England, they ball be uſed with the like Curteſie in 
that Conſideration. „ . . 
Laſihh, becauſe we ſee that they on the other Syde do juſtifye heir Pretenſi- 
ons with farre ſetched Reaſons hifforically, I the Secretary have herewith ſent 
you ſome Exſtradts out of divers Authors, of good Antiquity and Credit. Where- 
in although I doubt not, but you that are Men of Experience and Learning can 
better furniſh your ſelves out of your owne Stoars; yet as an Argument o -— 
good Will J have adventured to ſend unto you Mr. Secretary eſpecially, theſe 
poor things, to be uſed as you ſhall think them pertinent or to ſuppreſs them. 
And ſo for this time we bid you very heartily farewell.

— They ſaid, they had Thought of yt, but that they found

directly in that Point, both by former Inſtructions, and by a Letter receaved 
that Morning, that we held yt both needleſs and unfit to trouble her Majeſtic 


with any Advertiſement of yt, unleſs they would deliver yt as their aft Anfivere, 
and aſſure us that they had not further Commiſſion ro enlarge themſelves ; in 

which Caſe we would not faile (as our Duty was) to relate yt; that her Maje- 
ſtie might if ſhe pleaſed reſolve to revoke us, as we verely thought ſhe would.

who no dowbt would make ſome dowbtfull Interpretation of theſe Delays on their 


part, in a Matter wherein ſhe had ſubmitted her ſelf ro ſuch reaſon for fo publick 


a good, and expected * their former Profeſſion, the like Moderation 


and Conformitie from them. His Anſwere was, that we had prevented him, and

livered unto ſome of us, and found it very ſtrange, that having more then eight 
Dayes ſince promyſed us an Anſwere within two Dayes to that Offer we made 
for the reconcyling of the Poyat that is in difference betweene us, they had ney- 
ther given us any direct Anſwere unto our Offer, nor propoſed any thing on their 
the fame which we had before rejected; urging us ſtill to make ſome 


new Propoſitions, althoughe we had proteſted that we had enlarged our ſelves ſo 


farre forth as we could; which Proceeding of theirs we thought to tend rather 


to amuze us then otherwiſe, and therefore we deſyred them to proceed more ſe- 
_ rioufly and really with us, and to let us underſtand their direct Reſolution, whe- 
ther they would aſſent to acourſe of Eguallitie in generall or nay. And yf they 
liked not of that particular way which we had propounded, that they woul 
open ſome other way of the fame Nature, and which might be as equall for both 
Sydes.

aſſured the Preſident that it was a true Information that was delivered, but how- 


ſoever that her Majeſtic in her Opinion of the Archduke's Sinceritie, did in her 


own Mind ever clear him from being privie to that Proceeding, and perſwaded 
herſelf that the ſame grew rather from others Paſſion. He proteſted, that the 
Archduke was moſt carefull to give her Majeſtic Satisfaction of direct and ſincere 
„ 5 
Secondly, he acknowledged that the Archduke receaved great Contentment in 
the Anſwere which we had made touching his Complaint of late Reliefs 2 
to be ſent to thoſe of Holland and Zealand, whereof we gave Advertiſement 
likewiſe in our laſt; albeit he confeſſed, that if her Majeſtic had done any fuch 


thing, ſhe could not be accuſed to have done more then in reaſon ſhe might well 


juſtify, but that yt was very good reſpet? ta avoyde all new Exaſperations at 


this time. And although the Archduke believed it to be true as we affirmed, 


that her Majeſtic had not as yet ſent vw, . to thoſe of Holland, yet not- 
withſtanding that thoſe of Dunkirk had lately taken rowe Eugliſh Shipps paſſing 


into the Lowe Countreyes, the one laden with Iron Ordonance, and the other 


with /mall Armes. We aſſured him that if there were any ſuch thing, that the 
ſame paſſed only by way of Metchandiſe, and was the Ac of particular Men for 
their private Gaine. Ky EET fi JC 
Laſtly, upon further Occaſion miniſtred of {peaking of thoſe of Holland, he 


prayed us to give him leave to communicate with us a private Conceit of bis owne, 


wherewith he proteſted the Archduke was not acquainted, nor that he had ſo 


much as imparted it. to the other Commiſſioners; deſyring only that we would 


conſider thereof, and not to ſpeake further of it then as we ſhould judge it might | 


rofir or not. He ſaid, becauſe that in all Appearance there can be no entire 
ce between her Majeſtie and their State untill Holland and Zealand ſhall be 
alſo reduced, by reaſon of the Liberty which we will reſerve to our ſelves to 
Trade with thoſe Provinces, and alſo to fayour their Trade otherwiſe in what we 
may; That therefore the only way to aſſure perfet#ly the Amitie, would be to 


ſeek to bring them alſo to a Peace; for the which there was at preſent a good 


Occaſion offered, in reſpect that the States of the united Provinces have now a 
yeelded to treate with the Deputies ſent from the other States of their Pro- 
vinces, and have ſent them a Paſſport bearing date the 17% of this Moneth ac- 


_ cording to their Computation, and appointed Bergen-op-zome for the Conference; 


where they do promiſe to ſend ſome of their Nomber to meet with them. Where- 


in he wiſhed that her Majeſtic would alſo joyne, and interpoſe her good Mediati- 


on either to draw thoſe of Holland and Zealand to come to treat here, or other- 
wiſe to remove this Treaty into Holland, to be there jqyntly negotiated with 


theirs. And ſaid, that in that Plate they would be contented to yeeld us the 


Precedency which is now ſo much in Queſtion between us, pretending alſo that 
it would be no leſs good for the Guy of the States, to treate under the Aſſu- 
rance and Stipulation of her Majeſties Countenance and Fayour. _ *

ſhe would be as ready in all good occaſions to renew and proſecute that Perſwa- 
ſion; but that there was no reaſon to ſuſpend and reſpitt the preſent Treaty to 
any ſuch Expectation of the others treating. And therefore howſdever he pre- 
tended to have 4 good Meaning therein, that we doubred her Majeſtie would 
make 4 very ill Interpretation, that ſuch a Motion ſhould now be made unto 
her after ſo long and unneceſſary Delays as have already been uſed. And we 


ied him rather to fatisfie us when the Aadiencer would be returned, whoſe fo 


ong ſtay beyond his appointed time could not but breede great Cauſe of Miſlike 
unto her Majeſtic. And therefore we praied him, that her Majeſtic might be di- 
rectly reſolved how they meant to proceed with her; and whether they held that 


they could not treat alone with her Majeſtie, unleſs thoſe of Holland and Zeland 
were alſo comprized. He proteſted that they did howerly expect the Return of 


the Audiencer, and that they had receaved Letters from him with that Diſpatch 


of the Archdukes, by the which he doth aſſure them to be preſently with them: 
And that that which he propoſed only out of his private Conceit, had no end to 


delay the Treaty or to break the Reſolution thereof as we would doubt. And he 
. that if his Motion were diſagreeable to us, that it might not be further 
jp en of if we thought it ſo fir. hereupon we forbare to make other An- 
were untill we had adviſed our ſelves. Afterwards, having conferred with 
the reſt of our Colleagues about this matter, we the ſaid Secretary and Thomas 


Edmonds returned this Day by common Advice to the Preſident Richardott with 


this Anſwere; That we had adviſed of that private Motion which he had the 
Day before made unto us two; wherein although we found in our private Judg- 


eople to hearken to Peace, ſo they might aſſure themſelves, ——— 


ment no Cauſe of Approbation, and _ therefore (both by the — him- 
a 


ſelf left us when he pro it, and alſo becauſe it came privately from himſelf 


wit bout avowe) have forborne to have communicated it any further; yet to 
ſnewe what regard we bare unto any thing that came from him, whoſe Wiſdome 


and Judgment we did very much Reverence, we had reſolved to impart it unto 


the Queen's Ambaſſador and other fellow Commiſſioners; and upon due Conſi - 
deration had amongſt us of the Marter propoſed, we had thought good to let 


him knowe, that we did not doubt, but her Majeſtie as ſhe had laboured hereto- 
fore to diſpoſe thoſe of the United Provinces to enter into this Treaty with 
| her for the Quiet and Benefit of Chriſtendome, ſo ſhe would continue to lay hold 

of any Motion or Inclination that ſhe ſhould diſcover in them towards it. But 


having been (upon their refuſall to enter into a joynt Treaty) invited by the 


Archduke (as himſelf knoweth) to treate ſingly, which ſhe had accepted of, 
and ſent us hither for that purpoſe with Power and Inſtructions framed accord- 
ingly, where we had now remayned above two Moneths ydly and unprofitably, 
upon pretence of lack of Power in them to reſolve a Matter which they muſt 
needs foreſee, and were told directly before, would come in queſtion at the very firſt, 
which in true reaſon could not bear any Juſtification ; now againe to urge the Queene

would be very lothe that any doubt full Collection ſhould be made of any thing

But we 
while the Pianace attended our Diſpatch, the ine having Know- 
that certaine Shallops of Dunterte had taken certaine Coaſt-· men laden with 
Coals and other Merchandiſe going for Nochelle, he made after them, and by his 
Diligence that he uſed recovered the ſaid Barks, and in one of them fix Dunker- 
ters which they had put in her; but the Sha/lops eſcaped from him in a Calme 
by the Swiftneſs of their Ores. And upon the Arrivall of thoſe Men here, we

X F ER my very harty Commendations. I know not what to judge of this 
matter, that theſe Commiſſioners ſhould triſe thus long about that point, 
whereof they could not — but her Majeſtie would make abſolute Refuſall; 

and yer I ſee no ſenſe, why they ſhould urge Treaty and not reſolve to conclude. 
Concerning the Speeches which Richardot uſed, ſeem not ſtrange to me, 
but do confirm that which ever I ſuppoſed ; which is, that howſoever they may 
reſolve to conclude with England rather then with nether, yet the mayne Point 
which they moſt affect, is to draw the Low-Countries to a tripartite Covenant. 
_ Wherein, as for ge Sine part, I will never be brought to beleeve, that they 
| that have raiſed themſelves to ſuch an height, will ever become Servants; 10 
do I ſmyle to ſee, how cunningly Ric t would raiſe a Jealouſy, that the

trye the uttermoſt what her Majeſtie will yeeld unto in the T hay Preſeance, 
ſeeing you have had ſo ample Power from her Majeſtic ro offer them any Courſe 
of equall Degree for Conference, (in which ſhe doubts not but you have clearly 
_— your ſelves;) Vet ſo tender a matter ir the point of Honor between

AFTER my hearty Commendations. By a joynt Letter from my Lord 
Treaſurer, my Lord Admirall, and my ſelf, ſent unto you this Morning, 
you have been directed among other Overtures to be made as of your ſelves to 
the other Commiſſioners, for continuing of the Treaty, to make an Offer un- 
to them, that if they will come and treate in any Coaſte Towne in England, that 

| her Majeſtic will be contented there to — them Preſeance. Since which 
tyme, her Majeſtie upon a ſecond Conſideration, finding it not convenient 
to offer any ſuch matter; hath commanded me to ſignifye unto you, that the 
will have you forbear to make any ſuch Propoſition at this Tyme, but to pro- 
ceed in the reſt according to your Directions in our joynt Letter.

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The Commiſſioners for the Treaty at Bulloigne to Mr. Secretary Cecyll. 
I may pleaſe you to underſtand, that we received your Honor's Letter of the 

8 25% on Satterday in the Evening, and have endeayoured by all meanes to 
fullfill the Contents thereof. And 157 chat upoſe, we Robert Beale and Tho- 
mas Edmonds had Conference with the Preſident Ric hardott and the Audiencer 
| yeſterday in the Afternoone. Who thereupon returned this Morning with this 
Anſwere; that they thought not good y any longer their Departure upon 
any Anſwere from the Fo obitnibe; for that we might as well and better promote 
the Buiſyneſs being neer to our Maſters then here; and to remayne longer in this 

Place, having no Power to proceede in any thing, were to make us more ri- 
diculous. But if we would propoſe any thing of Subſtance likely to give any 
way to the Treaty, that they would not think a Moneth or two or three more 


ill ſpent. ; 
Wo anſwered them, that we had already propoſed the particular Way of 
Treating without bringing the Point of Precedency in queſizon ; which ſeeing 
they refuſed, we deſired they would propoſe ſome other; and that otherwiſe they 
dealt very unequally with her Majeſtic, and nothing anſwerable to the Profeſ- 
ſion they had often made of their deſire to advance this Buſineſs, to caſt the Bur- 
then of propoſing allwaies upon her Majeſtic and her Miniſters, and to conferre 
nothing on their Side that might promote it.

When all was concluded, the Ambaſſadors of Savoy refuſed to fizn the Treaty, = 
laying that altho' they had full Power and Authority to conclude and determine, BY 
yet they would not in reſpect of Duty, but firſt adyertize their Prince of their Pro- ax 


ceeding, and therefore intreated the King with favour to ſuffer them to ſend Rox- 
cas to the Duke, with advertiſement of what was.paſſed, who ſhould return 
within five Days. Roncas departed the 21% of this Month: Upon this the King 
adyertiſed all his Governours of Peace with Savey,, whereupon he did fo firmly 
build, that he ſent preſently forwards three Companies of Sw:/5 and two of Ar. 
webuſiers, with Monſieur de Paſſage Governoùr of Yalenza, (whom he hath 
Jedbnated Peder to be Governour of the Marqui ſat,) to the Frontiers, to be 
ready to take Poſſeſſion thereof when it ſhould be fendred. On Saturday, which 
was the 25h Roncas returned not, he was expected all Sunday. On Monday 
Morning arrived a Courrier from Savoy with Letters to the King, requeſting three 
Days re pire longer for the Return of Roncas, and three Weekes for the Reſtitu- 
the Marqui ſat. All that Morning the King was in Council, where it 
was concluded without longer delay to enter into the War. Mareſchal de Biron 
before Dinner ſer forward to his Government in Borgogne, Monſieur Leſdiguieres 
in the Afternoon into Dauphine, and upon Tueſday the Duke of Guiſe went in- 
to Provence. Upon Monday in the Afternoon the Ambaſſadors of Savoy preſſed 
for Audience, and intreated forbearance for 15 Days longer. The King anſwer- 
ed he would go to the Comedy, (for here are certain Italian Comedians where he 
paſſeth the Afternoops with much Contentment, attended on by the four 
| Secretaries of State, and the reſt of the Nobility.) It is rhought the 1 
will divide this Army, which will conſiſt of 20000 Men, into two Parts, o 
that Mareſchal de Bron ſhall beſeige Boxrg, and Monſieur Leſdignieres thall 
go into Piedmont, by the Valley of Barcellonette. Before theſe Letters can 
come to your Lordſhip the War will afſuredly be begun, unleſs Roncas re- 
turn, ratifying the laſt accord, which ſome hope, and ſome fear, as their par- 
ticular Aﬀettions do carry them. I cannot particularly inform your Lordſhip 
of the Forces of Savoy, he hath reinforced all his Frontiers, and ſtrongly guard-

therefore the Genoneſe refuſe to ſuffer them to land there; and ereſoever 
they land within their Territories, they will impoſe a Quarantine upon them, 
not to ſtir out of the Lagaretto before forty Days be expired. It is not belei- 
ved he brings more Treaſure with him then 5 or 600000 Crowns. . 
The King hath lately ſent Monſieur de Vic Brother to the Governour of Calais to 
reſide Ambaſſador with the Suiſſes, upon the Death of Monſieur Mor fontarne 
there. He doth carry with him 150000 Livers, to give Satisfaction to ſome Par- 

_ ticulars there, the reſt which was ordained for them, (whereof 600000 Livers is 
in this Town) muſt now be employed in this War. I have faluted (126 re- 
ſpe) the Venetian Ambeſſador, in ſuch form as your Lordſhip commanded me, 
he arrived here but the Night before me: Upon Sunday he viſited (diſtruſt ) 

Monſieur Villeroy, who aſſured him, that ſince the Defeat which (deſperation) 
the Infanta had received, (120 hope) the States are about ( 230) a Treaty 
with (00 122) the Spaniſh Provmees at Bergen op Zome.

I related ſummarily all that hath paſſed concerning this matter of the Marqui-

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An. 1600. ſat ſince your Departure from Paris, with the Reſolution which the Kinge hath 
taken to make Warr upon the Duke, therbie to enforce him to render him his 
Right. The Kinge yet holdeth that Determination, though with that Coldneſs 
of proceeding in a matter wherin his Honor is ſo ly engaged, that every Man 
doth take notice, that Peace ſhall be welcome unto him, whenſoever and howſo- 
ever it ſhall come: For he little thought that the Duke of Savoy would fo willful- 
ly have ſtood out, but ever hoped, when all ſhould faile, that th' only Counte- 
nance of raſſembling his Men of Warre, would have reduced him to better Rea- 
ſon. But now well perceiving how far his Judgment hath ben abuled, and that 
either he muſt quit his Right with Diſhonour and Diſadvantage, or enter into a 
freſh and a tedious Warre; they which lately have had Audience and Conference 
with him, do acknowledge, that they find him much confuſed and perplexed in 
Mind, and that Sharpneis and Vigour of Spirit, which in his Countenance was 
wont to appeare, much abated. Be it that he ſees thoſe Deſſignes, which he hath 
plotted to ſolace the reſt of his Days with Pleaſure and Delight, now in termes 
do be altered to Travailes and Diſages, or that he and the Queen being upon Trea 
of Peace with Haine, and the States enclining likewiſe to an Accord, he m 
enter as it were into a duello with the King of Haine, only FIG pon the 
Forces of his own People, whoſe Aſſections his Conſcience doth tell him (eſpe- 
_ cially of his trueſt and moſt faithſull Subjects) have juſt cauſe to be eſtranged 
from him: Or that he ſees * by thoſe late wwe by lately diſtovered againſt his 
Tryin, and every Day in danger to be renewed, his Liſe leaſt aſſured, when in 
reaſon he preſumed he ſhould be moſt ſecure: For ſince his coming to this 
Town he hath had Intelligence that two ſhould purpoſely arrive hither to take 
away his Life: Whereupon the Gates of this Town have been extraordinarily 
— neither can any enter, without 4 firſt made of his Quality, and 
lace from whence he comes, neither can be ed without a Bolletin from the 
| Keepers of the Gate where firſt he entred. And ſince again he hath received Let- 
ters, that the 14 and 15h of this Month he ſhould have about him his truſtieſt 
and beſt approved Servants. Thoſe Preſages are likewiſe revived that he ſhould 
not paſs this or the next Month. If that Speech which Monſieur de la Faye had 
with your Lordſhip be true, it is no marvaile that theſe Fancies poſſeſſing his Mind 
do much trouble and diſcontent him. But that which makes moſt Men believe 
that if any convenient Conditions be offered from Savoy they will be here ac- 
cepted, is, becauſe rhe Ambaſſadors of both ſides remain as before, neither is 
order given for the revoking of the one, or ſending away of the other. Beſides, 
the Patriarch hath been looked for here theſe three Days; and on Fraday, as 
the King was at the Comedy, there arrived in Poſt a Cordelier from him with 
Letters, 2 that he would have Patience, without advancing the Warre 
any further, until his coming, n—_— the Indiſpoſition of his Body, unable to 
make greater haſte.

that if they received not Succour within three Daies, they wold render the 
Towne, andigay him 50000 Crowns to redcem themſelves from Pillage.

Here is little ſpoken of = Preparations that the Date doth make to encoun- 

ter the King. Yet ſom hold that he is able to bring into the Feild 500 Hors, which 

The Day the King 
departed from Lyons, the Duke ſent him a great Basket of Mellon, which the 
King doth interpret ill, and ſaies, the Duke doth think to pleas him like a Child 
with an Apple.

Roncas (who now came to Jenne a little Village upon the Frontiers of Javoy, 
but durſt not without a ſafe Conduct preſent himſelf to the King's Preſence,) at 
his laſt return out of France related unto the Ambaſſador of Spayze who reſides 
with the Duke, howe far the Marquis and the Preſident had engaged the Duke 
to the Reſtitution of the Marqui ſut.

The Capitulations are in Subſtance, conformable to thoſe that were conclud- 
ed between this Citie and Francis the Firſt, when he in like manner did gaine 
it, 42. That the Towne ſhould enjoy all antient Cuſtoms, Priviledges, and Im- 
munities; that the Court of Parliament ſhould not be removed, bur continue in 
the ſame exerciſe of Authoritie and Sovercinty ; that the King ſhould receive in- 
to his Protection the Inhabitants with the Territory and Dependancies, and deli- 
ver them from the Ravages and Inſolencies of the Soldiers; and laſtly, that the 
Inhabitants ſhould have two Months ſpace to adviſe, cither to N the 
King of France for their Soyeraine Prince, or to quit the Towne and Coun- 
trie, and then to depart with ſaſe Conduct, without Impcachment or Diſturbance.

Right Honorable, &c. Chbambery zom of Auguſt 1600. O. S. 
Received your Lordſhip's Letter of the 29 of Juby, the 234 of Auguſt at 
| Chambery. The King was then at Chammoite (a Place belonging to a Mar- 
uis of that Name, and of the Houſe of Tavanes) within a League of the Fort 
barboniere, which then he did beſeige, and with him Monſieur de Villeroy. 
The Chancellier was upon the Waie berween Grenoble and this Towne, and be- 
fore he arrived heather, the King did fend to call him to him. Upon your Lord- 
ſhip's Letters I went preſentlie to Chammouie; where ſpeaking with Monſieur de 
Villeroy, I told him the Cauſe of my coming, and began to unfold the In- 
_ *« juſtice of the Arreſt, ſhowing howe orojudiciallit woldproveto our Marchaunts, 
and how injuriouſe yt was to the Alliance which her Majeſtie did hold with 
this Crowne; but I cold not intreat him to have Patience to hear me, who 
ſaid it did not appertaine to him, but to the Chancellier, to remedie thoſe 
*+* Grevances, yf any were conceived. I replied, that I was commaunded to ad- 
** dreſs my ſelf to the King and his Counſail, where what rang he held I knew = 
very well, the Matter I was to {peak of was of no ſmale Conſequence, nor 
*© unworthie of his Underſtanding; he wiſhed me not to troble my ſelf, for in

From Monſieur de Villeroy (underſtanding that the Chancellicr was lodged at 
a little Village called 4a Rochette, two Leagues from thence, and wold be there 
in the Aſternoone, becauſe he ſpold not have the Anfewear he dd give me put 
in his Mouth,) I went thither unto him; to whom I did at large ſhew, the ma- 
ny Inconyenients that muſt enſue _ this Arreſt ; the impoſſibilities of 
* thoſe Circumſtances that were impoſed on our Marchaunts, which neither Art 
nor Induſtrie cold effect; that therbye muſt needes follow the Baniſhment of 
* our Clothes out of this Realme, which by the Rerg/ement of this Arreſt they 
have covertlie and ex „ inforced, when they thought it not conve- 
nient, at the Inſtance of their Marchants, directiy aud expreſſely to forbid 
* them. I praied him to conſider, that if the Frendſhip of Eugland had ben 
proffitable unto them, not to give us Cauſe to repent what we had done, and 
if they did deſire to conſerve our Amitie, not to diſcourage us, by their un- 
kind Uſage, to do the like againe yf their Occaſions did require. I added, 
that the Alliance between Princes, did not in this point differ from the Ami- 
tie between private Men, among ſt whom, that was ever accompted the moſt 
affectionat and beſt aſſured, which was conſerved by reciprocal Offices of 
Love and Keindneſs; This was the onlie Marchandize which we brought into 
their Realme, whereas we did disburden them of many of their Commodities,

© Lordſhip addreſſed me principallie unto him, as one that beſt cold forſee, and

bate before the Counſaill, where nothing was concluded raſnlie and unadviſed-

Our Marchants were there as 
Parties, and had their Advocat and Solicitor. which might have excepted a- 
« oainſt their Proceedings, yf there had ben in yt any ſuch enorme Injuſtice 
«© wherof I complained; or any fuch notable Prejudice to our State, which in 
my Speech I had inferred. That your Lordſhip likewiſe did zntervenzre for

« Arreſt, and to ſuffer the ancient Ordonances to remaine in their former Ver- 
rue. He anſwered, that he underſtood not the Particularities of the Matter, 
but wold enquire of them, that he was willing to give the Queen of England 
in all things all the Contentment in the World; But her People, (ſaies he) 
„ pill my Subjetts upon the Sea moſt extreamlie. I told him I wold that her 
Majeſtie might be informed of it. He anſwered, that he informed her dailie 
by his Ambaſſador, but there was no remedie. I urged him to know his Plea- 
+ ſure for this particular Matter; he willed me to go to Monſieur de Villeroy. 
*« Monſieur Villeray was then preſent, whom I found more tractable then be- 
fore, for he anſwered me in good tearmes when I demanded his Reſolution, 
that he wold adviſe of it, and at Chambery I ſhould receaye his Anſwear. 
Now what they will do Icannot promiſe, but I will not fayle to urge infant iy that 
her Majeſtie might receave ſom Satisfaction. I thought it my Duty to advertize 
how farreI have . wherby yf I have not effected what hath been de- 
ſyred, your Lordſhip may be pleaſed ro impute it to the Condition of this 3 wh 
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unſeaſonablè to negociate, and to the ill affected Humours of thoſe that gouvern An. 1600. 
here, who are unwilling to grant what we demand, becauſe we demand it. 


The King did begin yeſterday: to beat the Fort Charbonniere, and will aſſured- 
ly carry yt, though there be within two old Captaynes, the one called Ambroy/e 
a Piemontoyſe, th'other Hernan a Sawoyard, who ſtrive which of them ſhould 
thew greateſt Fidelyty to his Maſter. This Fort being taken, the King will pro- 
vide for his Voyage for Marſeilles; but before that, he will make ſom aboad a 
Lyons, wher MaJam I Marquiſe doth attend him in great Devotion. . 

Of the Duke of Savoy much is not ſpoken, yt is certayne that he hath gather- 
ed ſome Forces to the nomber of 6000 Foot, amongſt whom are 1200 Mzlanois 
and Spaniards, beſides ſome Companies of Horſe, wherof Monſieur d' Aubigny 
a French Gentleman is Leader: But yet he hath not attempted to impeache the 
King's Paſſage, nor to ſuccour any Place that hath bene beloiged: His Ambaſla- 
dors are now at Grenoble. There hath been a Diſpatch intercepted from the Mar- 

quis 4e Lullin, wherein he concluded, that the Duke had but two wayes to fave 
hinaſelfe and his State from Ruine, eyther to make ſome Enterpriſe upon the 
King's Perſon, or to aſſayle ſom Part of Provenſee. 
1 The opinion is. here, the _ of Spayne will not declare himſelf in this Warre: 
His Ambaſſador hath proteſted, that he. will not intermeddle in the Warres of 
Savoy; and ſince the Arrivall of Monſieur de Rochepor to Madrid, he hath. 
worne the Treaty of Yervins. . But no Man doubts, but that he will pay the 
King of France with his own Mony, 8 the Duke what poſſibly he can, 
but covertly, as he knows they here aſſiſt the States : For yt is not to be thought 
that he will betray at once both. his brethren; Savoy, whom he bath engaged 
in this Warr, and leave the Archduke in. theſe ſtreights, that he ſhall have noe 
_ ſupply, nether of Men nor Mony, but what ſhall com by Sea. 

4 Count Fuentes is now at Millain; he hr with him between 4 and 5000 
Men, who are ſent to the Lagaretto to ſtay there o Days, and after, accordi 
ly as they ſhall prove ſick or ſound: He brought 80000 Crowns, moſt of whi 
muſt be imployed for the Diſcharge of Arrearages. Of the Continuance of this 
War nothing can be aſſured; for moſt Men think, that yf the Duke wil performe 
the Treaty of Paris, the Peace is made. The King for contenance; may de- 
mand the Charge of this Warre, but eyther at the Interceſſion of the Pope, or at 
the Inſtance of the Duke, he will remitt yt.

Adyertiſed in my Letters from Chambery of the zom of Auguſt, and fince by 
thoſe I ſent from Grenoble of the 5h of September, firſt what anſwere I re- 
ceaved from the Chancellier and Monſieur de Villeroy concerning the revok- 
ing of the 5 and then, how being returned from the King back againe 
to Monſieur Villeroy, after long Attendance, this was all I could receave, 
that they would ſend their py, Fe to the Queen by Monſieur de Boi- 
ſiſſe. Since which tyme the King, who did take Poſt to meet his Mi- 
ſtreſs, hathe brought her hither, whome he doth embrace with more kynd- 
neſs then Kings commonly do their Wives, and doth honor with as much 
reſpet? ar the were his Queen. She doth dine ordinarily and publickly with 
bim when he is attended on by Princes of the Blood, Cardinals, &c. in Pre- 
ſence of whom ſbe governs the Table. The Queen is not looked for at Mar- 
ſeilles before the rom or 12* of October. The King hath ſent Monſieur de 
Meſſe and Monſieur de le premier Maiſtre 4 Hoſtel into thoſe Parts, 
to prepare for her intertaynement; to which N the Cardinal Zoyeuſe (who 
barb been here with the King) is gon downe. They begin here to make dowbr, 
yf the Warre continew, that the King will not receave her in Perſon, before her 
coming to Looms But he will have more regard to his owne Honor then to ſhew 
to her ſo little reſpect. Not long ſence, talking of his Marriage, he ſaid, he would 
 keepe good cheer with his M yfe for two or three Dates, afterwards ſhe ſhould 
_ goe a Jon Meſnage, chaſcun chez loy : Ridentem dicere verum quid vetat? Not- 
withſtanding he is ſo pleaſent, Intus eff Aula; within theſe two Daies the 
Gardes had commandment to watche and apprehend ſuche a one as was deſcribed 
unto them, who as he was informed ſhould intend ſome Miſcheife againſt his Perſon. 
The Marquis de Lullin departed from hence upon Monday laſt. When he 
tooke his leave of the King, he prayed him to be pleaſed (notwithſtanding 
«« theſe late Diſcurtiſies from the Duke of Savoy) to accept the Marguiſat, 
that the Duke would aſſuredly render it into his Hands; and for the Ch 
of the Warre, to be contented to referr the taxing therof to the Judgment of 
the Pope”. The King anſwered, he was reſolved never to treat with the Duke, 
who was not a Prince of Honor : But yf eyther the Pope or the King of Spayne 
would become reſpondents. for him, that there might be any hope that what 
ſhould be accorded, ſhould really be peri; they ſhould yet fynd him not 
unwilling to hearken unto Reaſon. E n many do gather, that yf the King 
might be aſſured to have Poſſeſſion of the Marquiſat, he would be well content- 
ed to make his Peace, and withdraw his Forces out of Savey; eſpecially yf this 
offer be made, and Performance accordingly, before he ſhall beginne to beat 
Montmelian, for which he will not be readie theſe 15 or 20 Dayes. But after 
he ſhall be engaged in the Battery, and fynd poſſibilitie, in any reaſonable tyme 
to be able to carry yt; yt is to be ſuppoſed, that he will ſtand upon higher termes, 
and eyther hold that which he hath gotten, or not part with yt without much 
diſhonor to the poor Duke, who as yet, as it ſeemeth, hath towche of thoſe 
Aſflictions wherof his Subjects are dayly ſenſible; nor apprehenſion of greater Ca- 
lamities that may and muſt enſue, yf he continew theſe his wilfull and obſtinate

I have lately received this Letter from the Secretary of Florence; which the 
Duke doth ſend to her Majeſtie only as aCompliment, to informe her of this Ma- 
riadge, between his Neice and this King. He hath written to his Ambaſſador 
here, that upon that Poynt wherof I advertiſed in my Letters of the 9g of Au- 
guſt, he hathe diſpatched a Courrier into Spain, from whence he will be adver- 
tized of all Proceedings from tyme to tyme againſt the Queen; and will not omitt 
as occaſion ſhall preſent, to adyiſe therof his Ambaſſador here, from whome I 
ſhall be informed. For the preſent, I underſtand from thence; that the 26 Gal- 
lies which came with Count Fuentes remaine ſtill in Italie. In Spayne there are 
| 1$; but ſo ill appoynted, that before they can be able to put to Sea they will 
not be above 10: That from Lrsbonne there lately were ſent 12 Galeons to meet 
with the Ships of Portugall, and to aſſure them from Pyrates. That neither at 
Lisbonne, nor Sevill, nor any other Port of Spayne, there is one Shippe armed 
for Warre. That of thoſe Souldiars which are come into Italy with Count Fu- 
entes, 3000 did ſerve the Adelantado in the Armada.

** ſeancre, or upon that poynt to breake off the Treatye; now fynding his Er- 
*« ror, as his Commiſſioners did intreate at their Departure a Continuance of 
the Treatye for certayne Dayes, ſo he doth now pourſue the Effect therof, 
and defyre that a' new Place of Meeting may be appoynted. Her Majeſtic 
w * _— that yf ſhe 8 refuſe to treat, ſhe muſt reſolve to continue the 
** Warre: arre of great Charge, of Danger not to be neglected, and of per- 
" er Travaill, and Trowble to her Subjects: She ks how many Yes 

e hath maintained this Warre at her Charge, and her Travail, that her Purſe 
** hath payed for the Repoſe of all Chriftendome, and her Force had beaten 
done the prowd Attempt of his conceyted Monarchie: She knowes that this 
** Warre muſt have an end, which cannot be taken in a better tyme then when

For upon an Aſſu- 
rance from the King of an yearly Eſtate in Lands and Poſſeſſions, and a certaine 
Summe of Money in preſent Payment, the * is content to betray his 
Maſter, and to render up the Fort into the King's ds. The certaine Capitu- 
lations are not yet known, but ſome ſpeak of ten Thouſand Franks the 
Year, and forty Thouſand Crowns in ready Mony ; but that the Capitula-

into the King's Hand, upon ſuch Gapitulations as ſhould be accorded between 
them. Monſieur de Brandis not holding yt for his Honor to yeald up a Place 
upon th' inſtant, __ of ſuch Importance; and of that Strength, as not ma- 
ny Places in Chriſtendom can compare with it; and therefore willing to caſt 

ſome colour upon that which he ſhould do, hath thus concluded, and for Per- 
formance thereof hath delivered unto the King three ſufficient Hoſtages, where- 
of one is his Nephew, and another his Lieutenant; that yf the Duke of Savoy 
doth not come down within one Moneth, with a ſufficient and powerfull Army, 
and therewith remove the Siege and ſuccour the Place; then he will, without 
longer delay, deliver yt up unto the King, with all the Artillery and Munition 
that now is within, whereof there is no Want. Vt ſeemeth that the Marquis 
doth limit himſelf within the Compaſs of one Moneth, upon certaine Letters

The Houſe wherein the Queen doth lodge, doth ſtand upon the Side of the Ha · 
ven, from whence are made a pair of Stairs of Wood down into the Sea, which 
do reſt upon the bottom of two great Boats; which joyned 3 and floored 
over with Boards, are faſtned cloſe to the Key; whither the ley wherein the 
Queen did paſs was brought ſo near, as it touched the Baſis of the Stairs. Upon 
each Side of the Stairs Monſieur de Lufan had placed ſome of the Scortiſh Guards 
to the Number of 16, upon whom the King hath beſtowed new Liveries, which 
is no annuall, or ordinary Cuſtom in this Court. Upon the Baſes of theſe Stairs, 
did ſtand to receave her four Cardinals, 4e Condy, Joyeux, Sourdys, and Give- 
79; the Conſtable and Chancellor, Duke de Guiſe, Monſieur de Metz, Freſper, 
Callignon : Of Ladies, the Dutcheſs of Nemours, Gwiſe, Marquiſe de Piſant, 
Guerchville, Madam de Roſny, Madamoiſelle de Guiſe, and de Vantadour 
Neice to the Conſtable. Monſieur Je Grand did conduct her out of the Galley. 
The three Confiulls of rhe Town, with their Afeſſor in their Robes of Scar- 
let, were there preſent to receave her, under a Canopie of Cloth of Silver. Af. 
ter a ſmal Stay, whilſt the Lords and Ladies did preſent their Reverence unto 
her, ſhe paſſed up the Staires into her Lodging, ſupported on each Side by the 
Cardinalls Goxndy and Joyeux. The Gallys that did attend her hither are Seven- 
teen in Number, five of Rome, five of Malia, and ſeven of Florence : For that 
one of France, which carried Monſieur 4e Grand, returned home ſore Days be- 
fore, I know not upon what occaſion, but as they fay, for want of Vixtaill. The 
Seigniory of Venice made profer of 12 Galleys, but the Grear Ditke thouglit 


not 
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ing a Company of their Galleys, but was reſuſed in both; the Seigniory alleadged, 
that their Geller weary inthe King of Speyn's Pay, — — n 
they cold not grant them. The Date of Florence did forbid thoſe Galleys to 
touch ar Genua; yet as they they were ſaluted with 25 Pieces of Ordi- 
nance, and two Galleys were ſent forth with Preſents to the Queen, which ſhe 
refuſed to accept. The Galley wherein the Mr was made expreſſly 

for this Voyage. It is very ſumptuous both within and without, as well tor rhe 
curious Workmanſhip, as for the Richneſs of the Matter whereof it is made. The

The Warre was never fo IP in reaſon to' conti- 
nue as now; for it is not eaſily to be beleeved, that the King, if once he be ſeiz- 
ed of Montmelian, will ever render it upon any Compoſition; for it is the Key 
of all rhe Paſſages out of Piedmont into France and Burgogne, and will ever be 
a Bridle unto Savoy. And the Duke of Savoy is much humbled, more then is to 
be hoped in a Spirit of his Ambition; yf he that cold put in hazard all his State, 


rather then render the Marqui ſat, will now be brought to render it, with the 


Loſs of ſuch an important Place, which is the Strength of his beſt State. Now 
if the War go forward, it may draw many heavy Enemies upon the King; for 
doubtleſs the King of Spayne will not ſuffer him to approach too near to his 
Dutchy of Milan. The Cardinall Aldobrandino will take it in a foul Scorn, to 
be returned back without effecting this Peace, fith he hath now undertook to 
negotiate yt.

Vf the King come, they are all in danger to be arreſted, for as I am 
informed there are 50 Inhabitants in this Town, which will joyn in one Supplica- 
tion to the King, to give them Authority to ſeaze upon them, for recompenſe of 
great Loſſes to the Value of 30000 4 which they have ſuſtained by our Men of 
Warre within this twelve Moneth.

Right Honorable my very good Lords,  ' © 1600. O.S. 
Du thoſe Letters which I ſeat oy Heale, I advertized your Lordſhip of 
ſuch Occurrences, as that it time did yeald. The Grand Dutcheſs ' 

not finding the King at Mar ſeilles, (as at her Departure from Florence, accord- 

ing to Promiſe and Appointment from hence, ſhe aſſuredly expected,) diſpatch- 

preſently a Meſſenger to the Great Duke, to know his Pleaſure whether ſhe 

ſhould accompany the Queen any further; the Duke returned Anſwer, that with 

the firſt Opportunity ſhe ſhould returne back. . 

The King before her Departure cauſed to be 5 unto her from him a 

Table Diamond, and another to the Dutcheſs of Mantua, valued ſeverally at 
15000 Crowns. He preſented to the three Princes, Virginio, Giovanni, and 

Antonio, to each of them a Jewell to wear in their Hatrs: To the Generalls of 
Malta and Florence Chaines of Gold, with his Medaglia, of 500 Ducats a piece, 
and to the under Captaines of 200 Ducats. The Dutcheſ5 departed from Mar- 
ſellies the 5* of this Moneth. Don Giovanni returned with them; Don Antonio 
doth remaine in France, where he hath hope by his Siſter's Greatneſs to advance 
his Fortunes. Don Virginio made ſhew to depart with the Galleys, but after- 
wards came diſguiſed to Avignon. He hath a purpoſe to paſs through France, 

and I underſtand into England and the Lom Countries, in which Places he doth 
deſire to paſs his time, during the time of this Pope; againſt whom, as he hath 
(as he pretendeth) juſt Cauſe of Diſcontents, ſo for a Dilj which he latel 
at Florence did offer to Cardinall Aldobrandino, he is willing to retire himſelf; 
knowing how unequall a Match he is ro conteſt, either with the Malice of the 
one, or the Power of the other. A thing as it ſeems fatall ro his Houſe, ever 

to ſtand in yll Termes with the Popes. For fo his Father Paulo, fearing the Diſ- 

_ pleaſure of Siſtus Quintus, firſt retired himſelf to Padua, and there finding him- 
Fete not ſafe, intending to fly into Germany, died at Como by Milan. Aſter whoſe 
Deceaſe, this Man, by Mediation of this Grand Duke, to make his Peace, was 
contented to marry the Siſter of Cardinall Montalto; upon whom, (after the 
Death of the Duke of Parma who was Gonfalonier della Chieſa) Siſtus Duin- 

tus beſtowed that Eſtate: Which he retained unrill the late Marriage of Rauucio 
Duke of Parma with the Niece of this Pope, who hath inveſted him in this Of- 

ice, as arbitrary to be conferred at the Diſcretion of the Popes 
Now when Cardinall Aldobrandino made his Entry of late into Florence, the 

Duke attending at the Gate to receave him, under a Baldochino with a ſolemn 
Proceſſion; Don Virginio, to perform his Service to the Legato Apoſtolico, took 
his place next before the Baldochino, in Form and Order as Gonfalonier della

- I anſwered, that her Majeſtie was ever willing to preſerve the Amity which

I underſtand that 
whilſt I was at Marſeilles, there came to this Town an Engliſhman with Letters 
unto me. He was informed here whether I was gone, and when I wold return: 


he departed from hence 20 Days ſince. I neither can learn his Name nor his Bu- 


ſyneſs, neither whether he is gone, nor whether he hath 3 to return this 
way. In hope to hear of him, I have deferred the cloſing theſe three Days.

Receaved your Lordſhip's Letters of the 9 of September, the 24h of No- 
vember; and thoſe of the 24 of November, the 25* of the ſame.

doubtfull what to do in that matter which the former Letters do handle, becauſe. 


the latter makes no mention of that Reſolution, which Monſieur de Villeroy did 
promiſe to ſend to her Majeſty by Monſieur de Boi ſiſſe, in the ſame Cauſe where- 


of I advertiſed by my Letters of the 5* of September; fearing leaſt by not under- 
| ſtanding what ſince hath paſſed, I ſhould committ ſome Errour by Indiſcretion, 


and thereby rather recule, then advance the Affair. But becauſe the Party who 


doth follow the Buſineſs, did bring with him Letters in favour thereof from Mon- 
ſieur de Boiſiſſe to the Chancellier and to Monſicur de Villeroy, J have thought 


— to deliver the Letters, and then to proceed as the preſent occaſion ſnould 
irect. When the Chancellier, had read the Letters which I delivered unto him, 


be told me that it contained two Points, the firſt concerning the Arreſt, which 


our Merchants deſired might be explained; the other concern'd a Sentence 


<< 1 by the Bayliff of Rouen, which we pretend doth impeach the Li- 
berty of our Trade. He remembred that I had heretofore ſollicited him in 


** the former; wherein as before, ſo now againe, he ſaid, that the Maſter of Re- 
% queſts who made the Report of the Caule, did affirm that all Parties that were 
| _* intereſted 
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intereſted therein, were agreed, and conſented that it ſhould paſs in the ſame Au. 1600. 
Form that now it is conceaved. Vet if it may appear that the Arreſt be pre ] 
«© judiciall to the Liberty of Commerce, which by the Treaties between the two 
Crovns hath been eſtabliſhed, he would not be unwilling to have the Matter a- 
gaine reviſed: But ſaid he, you ſhall do better to have Patience untill our Re- 
turn to Paris, whether we are now going. I anſwered, for the mayn Point 
which we deſired, it was, that the Rigour of this Arreſt might be mitigated: 
we would ſubmitt ourſelves tobe adviſed and ordered by him, when, and where 
to follow it. But uptill that Comodity did ſerve, we did defire to have a Snr- 
++ ſeance graunted for the Execution thereof, that our Merchants might, as here- 
*+* tofore, ſecurely trade, without Danger to incur the Penalty of the Arreſt. He . a 
** ſaid, a Sur ſeance cold not be graunted but upon ſom ground. I replyed, that 1 
thoſe Oppolitions which we did make, were Reaſons ſufficient to graunt a 
+ FSurſeance for ſo ſhort a time, which he ſhould not do without a Precedent; 
ſor that the premier Preſident of Rouen, only upon a Letter from Monſieur 
„de Boi ſiſſe, ſuſpended the Execution for three Months, which time was 
now expired. Thereupon he was contented I ſhould deliver to Monſieur de Meſſe 
a Remonſirance, (which the Advocate did draw, with other Pieces) to make Re- 
2 of them to the Counſaill. Monſieur de Villeroy was not then come to the 
Town. The Day after his Arrivall, I delivered unto him Monſieur de Boiſiſſes 
Letter, and then ſolliciting him in the Matter, he asked me whether your Lord- 
fhip were not at Parzs. I anſwered I underſtood not ſo much, but your laſt 
5 *j advertize, that ere long you would be there. Then he wiſhed, the Matter 
might reſt untill your coming. I told him, in the mean time our Merchants 
bo at Nobel were in paine, who lived there and ſpent upon the Stock, not darin 
* to Trade, leaſt thets Merchandize, by the Rigour of that Arreſt, ſhould be 
«+ confiſcared. He anſwered me, that Order was taken to the contrary by the 
„ premier Preſident. I anſwer'd him, that that Order was to continue but for 
three Months, which time was already expired. But if it wold pleaſe him 
to write unto him for the Sur ſeance for a longer time, our Merchants there- 
upon might adventure to revive their Trade, which of force otherwiſe wold 
 ** be extinguiſhed. He promiſed to write to the purpoſe I had ſpoken; ſo at my

I now will 
anſwer unto thoſe Demands, which your Lordſhip in your laſt hath propoſed. I 
| have heard nothing from (Power) the Seigniory of Venice, and no more from 
(Riches) the Duke of Florence, then Iadyertized in thoſe which were ſent by Mr. 
Heale from Marſeilles. And if theſe Wars do ſtill continue againſt the Duke of

It is diſcourſed here, that 
the Princes of Italy will aſſuredly league themſelves together, to impeach this 
Paſſage over the Mountains. For although Italy be ods Imperits, and 
every Prince hath his ſeverall Eſtate; yet they are all but one Body, and the 
Nearneſs of Neighbourhood, and the Intercourſe of Commerce, theFreene and 
Liberty of forreign Traffick, whereon their Greatneſs generally doth depend, 
will make them ſenſible one of another's Grievance. Milan is the Place for 
which France doth only pretend. But the Seigniory of Venice well underſtand, 
that tunc ſua res agitur. They know by themſebves, that Deſire hath no End, nor 
Ambition any Meaſure, wherin it is confined. When the Pope was lately in 
Arms for Ferrara, he was once in purpoſe tothave craved Aſſiſtance from France - 
The Yenetians then decreed to ſend unto him, and to wiſh him to make his Peace, 
for that they were reſolved to oppoſe themſelves, againſt the Entrance of Armi 
fouſtieri into Italy. Eg 5 
Ihbere is lately made in Italy a Table, whereon is painted this King, armed in 
all Pieces, conferring with the * ſitting in his Pontzficalibus. The Doge of 
Venice ſtands by with his Senate, looking through their Spectacles, and liſtening 
what they ſay. They have this Motto written under, Noi havere il Re 2 
Francia per amico, ma non per vicino. Then there is the Duke of Genoa and 
his Senate, and they are all wrapt in Gowns lin d with Furr, and yet they quake 
either with Fear or Cold. The __ Spayne is painted walking in a Garden, 
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and playing with Boyes and little Children. The Duke of Savoy and his Chil- 
_ dren are * all ragged and torn, ready to thruſt their Heads into an Hoſ-

Nere is a Speech, and it is ſaid the Marquiſs of Brandis did deliver ſo much 
to the King, that if he did continue the Warre eee the Duke of Savoy, he 
knowing how unſuſficient he is to withſtand his Force, was reſolved to quit his 
State to the King of Spayne, from whom he ſhould have ſome Government for 
himſelf; as to be his Lieutenant over Italy and Sicily, and Proviſion for his

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An. 1600. Forces for Savoy, that he will juſtify. It hath been confeſſed by priſſoners that

The Legat arrived at this Town upon Thur ſday Night, where he kept his 
Lodging ſecretly all Fryday. Upon Saturday Morning he went forth out of the 
Town, and in the Afternoon made à very ſolemn Entry. The Princes and No- 

bleſs of the Court went to bring him in, with the Chief of the Town. He was 
received at the Gate under 4 Cannopy, with a ſolemn Proceſſion of all the Or- 
ders of Religion. The Houſes were hanged with Tapeſtry, and the Souldiers on 
each ſide of the Street, with their Captains and Lieutenants did attend him. On 
Sonday the Ceremonies of this Marriage were ſolemnized. There was a great 
Aſſembly of People; There were three Cardinals beſides the Legat, viz. Joyeux, 
Gondy, and Gieury; all the King's Counſaill, I except not Monſieur de Roſary, 
and e twenty Biſhops. The King came not into the Church till after two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon; he came only attended by his ordinary Servants, 
for the Counſaill were there in the Church long before. The Queen came with 
him, fi rted b Monſieur de Conty and Monſieur Mompenfier. She was atti- 
red with her Robe Royall, made of purple Velvet all embroidered over with 
Floaurs-de-lis of Gold faced with Ermins, and lined with white Taffary. The 
Traine was of an exceeding length, held up by Meſdames de Nemours, de Guiſe, 
the Coumeſs of Auvergne, and Madamoiſelle de Gui ſe, aſſiſted by two Gentle- 
men, for their more Eaſe. She did wear about her Neck the Carquan which the 
King did cauſe to be made for her, valued at 25000 Ducats. Upon her Head ſhe 
bad a Crown of Gold, all beſet with precious Stones, eftcemed b between 40 and 
50000 Ducats. Before the Altar there was a Seat erected, where the King kneel- 
ed on the Right-hand, and the Queen on the Left. The Legat did ſay the Maſs; 
which being done, the King and Queen deſcended towards the Altar from their 
Seat, and there the Legat, with certaine ſhort Prayers and Benedictions, did 
publiſh the iage. There was then by the Heralds, a Largeſs caſt of Coyn 
made af R whereof I ſend ſome Pieces to your Lordſhip) to the Somme 
of 500 Ducats.

On the other ſide of the Halle, there was another Table for Ladies 
of an inferiour Rank. The King was ſerved by his Princes and Nobles. The 
Prince of Conty was the premier Maiſtre d'Hoſtel, the Duke 82 was 
Cup-bearer, the Duke of Guiſe was Carver The Count St. Paul Grand Mai- 
ſtre, in the Abſence of Count Soyſſons, who is yet at St. Catherine. The Duke 
of Nevers premier Servant. But the Ceremonies in the Church, and the State 
of this Feaſt, the Confuſion and Diſorder of the Multitude did utterly diſgrace; 
which was ſo great, as greater cannot be imagined. About ſeven of the Clock 
there was a Ball, where the King did dance with the Queen; but the Room was 
little, and the Preſs ſo great, that they were forced preſently to give over.

an End. The Cauſe of this ſo long and doubtfull Delay, hath been the Difſe- 


rence 
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An. 1600. rence about the Fort of St. Catherine. The which the King (engaged thereun- 
A to by his Word and Honor) was re ved to have razed; and the Cardinall, ob- 


ſtinately peremptory, never to condeſtend that Geneva ſhould reap #0 ſmgular a 
Benefit by that Treaty, wherem he is the principall Agent. Upon this, when 
long they had demurred, the King ſing to take away the Cauſe of the Dif- 
ference, gave Order to Monſieur de Neraſlein, whom he had before made Go- 
vernor of this Place, fo raze it to the Grownd, which without delay was ac- 
cordingly performed. The Legat did take this in evill part, as done in Diſ- 
grace of bm? and ſo the Iſſue of this Treaty did grow very doubrfull, which 
many did hold for broken. Whereupon the King, diſcontented with this Dalli- 
ance, gave order for his Departure hence to Bourg, and diſpatched the Mareſ- 
challs to provide his Lodgings.

Leagues from Geneva; where the Duke muſt neither impoſe any Tax, or pay, 
nor build any Fortreſs, as likewiſe he is forbidden to build any on the other fi 
of the Rhoſue. The Artillery and Munition in Montmelian doth belong to the 


King, as the Duke doth retaine all in the Marguz/at. More Particularities are 
to be reſerved, till I can find the Favour to have a Copy of the Treaty. 


There hath lately been at Montpellier a little Broullerie, where the Monſieur 
de Ventadour, the Conſtable's Son- in- aw, would have re-eſtabliſhed the Maſe.

T may your Honor to iinderſtand, that Monſieur de Rohan, or ſom 
one of his People ro whom he committeth the Cuſtody of his Papers, mak- 
ing no Dainty to divulgat this French libellous Letter; amongſt others, it came 


into the Hands of one du Plomb a Rocheller, a Man de robbe lunge: who did 
communica yt to (128) the States Agent, as written from Monſieur de Bi: 7 
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An. 1601. from whom I acknowledg (tho? only to your Honor) to have receaved it in the 
SO ſame Termes. The Signaretr did ſeem to advow the fame, and many Circum- 


ſtances did augment the Suſpicion. The Date likewiſe did prove much, which 
being of the q of March, the Day after (being Shrove- weg according to 
this Stile) the Ambaſſador GN one la Motte with Letters to the Kinge; who 
comming hether the Saturday after, I cannot ſay he brought Letters to Mon- 
ſieur de Rohan, but I was with the King in his „when Monſieur de Ro- 
has did preſent him unto him. I entreated (128) the Agent (any Man bei 
more proper for that purpos then my * to take ſom Care and Paines to ſo 
the Cenſure and Humor of this Court. Who ſom few Days after, taking occa- 
ſion to viſit Monſieur 4e Meſſe, he diſcourſing of the Troubles of England, him- 
ſelf fell into mention of this Letter, and faid, that he knew that his Brother-in- 
law was too wiſe to write in ſach manner, bur perhapps his Sonn might do it. 
And when it was replyed, that then his Brother was wronged to have the Letter 
ſigned with his Name; he anſwered, That the Father and Son both did ſigne alike.

I have had at no time Talk with any of the King's Counſaill (before the Re- 
ceipt of your Honor's laſt) of this matter. For finding both the King with the 
Body of his Court, poſſeſſed with an Admiration of the Magnanimity of her Ma- 
Jeſtie's Reſolution, wiſhing that the laſt King had had but parte of her Spirit, 
Zo have quelled the Inſolencies of the Duke of Guile in his Attempt of the Bar- 
ricadoes; and ſaying many times in the Preſence of his Nobles, That ſhe only ir 
a King, and ſhe only knowes to rule; and all fo perſwaded of the Honor of her 
- Proceeding, that Reaſon of State, the Dignity of her Crown, the Repoſe and 
Weale of her Subject did require that Courſe which had been taken, and ad.

_ thanked him) fo 1 wold uſe the ſame Liberty with him; and ſaid, that Philipeau, 
who from Monſieur. de Villeroy his Man was become Secretary to the Queen, 
did not yet well underſtand the Place he held. For firſt, her ajeſtie doth in 
her Superſcription, and in the Letter, call her Sorella, which did imply (her 
Maajeſtie's State conſidered) as much Honor, as the Crown of France could give 
her. Then the Style of the Letter did run in the third Perſon, as à gli occhi 
ſuoi, Ia ſorta ſua, and the like, which only was proper to Perſons of higheſt 
State.

T is fo late ſince I wrote, and I now have ſo littell to write, that at this 
time I wold have forborne, but that this Gentleman (Mr. Hatton Farmer ) 
retorning from hence, was unwilling to preſent his Service to your Honor with 
empty Hands. The Princes of Lorrazne departed yeſterday from this Town, 
08 | ſadam with them; whome the King did accompanie ſome feaw Leagues on 
their waie. The Duke hath receaved the Contentment he deſired, both for the 
Debt which he pretended to be dewe unto him, for Mony disburſed in the late 
King's Service, and for the Dowery which the Duke of Barr his Son doth de- 
mand for Madame. She doth proteſt aſſurediy for the Perſeverance in her Re- 
ligion, and doth now carrie with her a Miniſter into Lorraine. Yet they which 
wiſh and long for her Revolte, do deliver, that ſhe hath taken a time of ſix 
Moneths to reſolve, which cauſed the Duke to ſurceaſe from further Sollicita- 
tion. Which was not diſagreeable to the King's Deſires, who rather doth wiſh 
her alteration in Lorraine, then in this Courte; to A 13 himſelf from thoſe

The Biſhop of Eureux hath put that in print, which hath paſſed between the 
Miniſter and him, whereof I ſend one Copie to your Honor.

but the Sume is fo diſproportionable to her Expectation, and to the Neceſſity of 
her Affaires, Thar I fear ſhe hath cauſe of no leſs Diſcontent, to ſee her Merits 
ſo ſleightly reſpected, then yf ſhe ſhould have been in her juſt Demands abſo- 
lutely refuſed: For yf my Information doth not deceive me; he hath Powre on- 
ly to afſure 50000 Ducats for this Yeare now coming, and 50000 for the Yeare 
which ſhall followe. Which may ſeem the more ſtrange; becauſe when the E-. 
fate of the Finances in October laſt, was dreſſed in groſs for this Yeare which 
now enſueth, the Paiement aſſigned to her Majeſtic did amount to 200000 Nu- 
cats. In this proportion the Penſions are retrenched, or at leaſt, they are deſi · 
tous it ſhould ſo be beleeved; as that of rhe Conſtables of 50000 Ducats to 50000 
Livres, the Duke of Bouillüus of 40000 Ducats to 10000 Ducats, and ſo through 
all, even to the Gentlemen of his Chamber.

After this Packet was cloſed up, I underſtood that the King hath receaved 
Letters the laſt Week from Monſicur Ia Boderie his Ambaſſador with the 4rch- 
duke, that the mg wherein Oftende did ſtand ready to be rendered into the 
Enemies Hands, did ari/e by the Diſorder of the Soldiars within; which by the 
Wiſdom of Sir Francis Vere, and his Reſolution, together with the happy Suc- 
cours (which 2 point nomme arrived from England) was remedied, and the 
Towne thereby miraculouſly ſaved: So now we hope the Chaunce is turned. It 
is fayd, that the Prince of Orange, when he was in this Towne, ſhould give 
forth, that within few days there would fall out a great Alteration in the 
A Faires of the Towne; which may give juſt occaſion of Suſpect, that they held 
within an Intelligence, which gave them hart thus obſtinately to perſiſt, and hope 
to carrie rhe Place. The King was much perplex'd with the former Advice, 
for he knowerh he hath an Intereſt in the Conſervation of the States, though he 
will not declare himſelf a Party in the Quarrell. 0 e

ECAUSE you may not be Ignorant of the Truth of her Majeſtie's Pro- 
ceeding in /re/and, I have thought fit with all Expedition, to advertize you 
things have proceeded in that Kingdome. As ſoon as Don Juan del Acgui- 
Ja had landed 4000 Foot in the Haven of King ſale in Munſter, (for ſo it is trew 
he did, although at the firſt their Nombers weare ſuppoſed to be leſs,) he retourn- 
ed all his Ships into Spayne, deſyringe with all Expedition, that he might be ſup- 
plied within a Moneth after. This Deſcent was made the 21% of September laſt, 
at which tyme the Preſident of the Provence; was gon to meete the Deputy, 
ſixty Milegoff. Both which, as ſoone as they heard it; drew downe to the Sea- 
ſyde with all ſpecd poſſible; and although in 14 Dayes after; they could not draw 
above 3000 Foote together to head, yet with thoſe, and. 300 Horſe, they imveſt- 
ed the Towne; as well to give Reputation to her Majeſtie's Cauſe, (thereby to 
contayne the Provincyalis,) as to hinder them from — any uſe of the 
Countreyes Proviſion. In the mean tyme, untill her Majeſtie ſent her Supplyes 
out of England of Men and Munition, the. Spaniards made divers yes, 
though with {mall Advantage, and when the Supplyes did arrive, (which made 
up the Army hardly 6000 Heads) the Deputy immediately planted his Artillery 
and ages upon the Towne; with purpoſe to force a Breach, which was done 
about the 5* of December; in which very inſtant, the whoale Power of all 
the Rebells (beinge indeed the choiceſt Men that ever Ireland had together) 
amounting to the Number of 6000 Foot and 800 Horſe, weare come within 
12 Myles of the Campe. At which Inſtant (even the very fame Day) Sebeure 
arrived from Spayne within 8 Myles of King ſale with 700 Souldyers, and great 
|  Storeof Proviſions of Victualls and Munitions; all which he thought to have landed 
in the Harbour of King ſale, yf he had not found6 of her Majeſtic's Fleet within the 
Harbour. There came alſo four Barks more to Baltimore and Beerbhaven, which came 
in his Company; but were ſevered, and ſo recovered that Coaſt, where they on- 
ly have landed 150, in each of thoſe Ports. All theſe that came in thus diſperſed; 
were of this Squadron under Sebeure, who was driven backe into payne, when 
Don Juan firſt came on with the whole Army, it beinge at firſt 5000 Heads in all. 
This new Approach of the Traytour, concurringe with the preſent Arrivall of 
the Spanzerds, though the Nomber of them was no greater, rayſed in the Minds 
of all the Kingdome (whereof the greateſt Part were ill affected) lo many 
ſhrewd Apprehenſions, as gave the Lord Deputy great Cauſe to forbear the ha- 
_ zarding the Queen's Army (which was ſo greatly weakned m_ incommodities 
of a Wynter Seige) from — an Aſſault, wherein t were 4000 Bo- 
dyes, and of them 20 Companies old Souldyers, commanded by ſo many Cap- 
taines of the Low Countreyec.

The 
next worke therefore he did, was to ſend three or four Shippes to the Harbour in- 
to Caſteheven, there to attempt upon the Shippinge, before they had unladen the 
Proviſions. . Where (to be ſhort) the Admiral Sir Richard Leveſon, notwith- 
ding that Sebeure had drawne the Shippinge under the Fayour of eight Pieces 
of Artillery, (which he had landed to guard his Shippi N after five Howers 
fight, ſunk three, ran two on the Shoare, and fyndinge himſelf contynually 
played upon from the Shoare with Musketts Short and the great Artillery, warped

Ambroſio Spinola (as the laſt Letters from Florence do aftyrme) hath Commil- 
ſion to levye 6000 Men; and his Brother Frederigo is retourned out of Spayne, 
with Satisfaction for his former Atrears, and Advancement for Proviſion of more 
Gallies, which now are dreſſing in Genoa, Naples and Sicilly. This King doth 
begin at theſe Bruits, to rouge himſelf; and to conſider, whether part of this 
Storm may not fall upon ſome part of his States. Adviſe hath been geven b 
ſundry ways, that divers Some of Mony, (and in good Quantity) have been ſe- 
cretly diſtributed amongſt the Garriſons in Gaſcony and Bearn, and thoſe more 
remote Parts, neare approaching to Spayne. The King, many times, out of the 
freeneſs of his owne Nature, (and perhaps of purpoſe) doth diſcover a great 
Ambition of Spirit, capable to undertake any high Exployte; yet the Love of 
Eaſe, and the Deſire of Repoſe, which his Diſpoſition doth affect (wholly devot- 
ed to Pleaſures and Paſtimes) and the State of his Body doth require, (dayly 
wearing and conſuming,) and the Neceſſity of the Realme doth demaund, bearing 
ſtill the Marks of the late Miſeries, which yet are Blood Raw: Beſides thoſe his 
two Counſaillors do preach unto him, (the one, no Enemy to Spayne, the other 
an Enemy to all Attempts, wherein many muſt be uſed) All theſe are Argu- 
ments more then ſufficient, that their Honor and Eſtate muſt be deeply Intereſled 
_ they will be induced to an open Warre. In the laſt Audience which the 
Acent of the States receaved (wherein he ſollicited for Aſſiſtance of Mony) he 
Was asked, what Aſſurance his Maſters could give for the Reimbourſment, in 
caſe they ſhould make their Peace with the Archduke? For to take in Oftage any 
of their Townes were to {mal purpoſe, being ſo remote from this Realme, and 
unproper for their Service; and beſydes, could not be receaved, without open 

Declaration of Warre to the Archduke, which he was not reſolved to embrace 
for their Sakes. Monſieur de Rhoſay, ſence the breaking of the Arbitrament at 

Maubug y hath made inſtance to the King that he might have Letters of Repri/alls 
_ againſt the Archduke's Subjects, ſence Juſtice after due Requiſition hath been 
rcfuſed to the Prince of Eſpinay. The Counſaill did adviſe upon yt, and his De- 
mand it was accorded: But being 8 Monſieur de Villeroy, that this 

Proceeding would make an Entrance into a Warre, he was content to lett the 
Matter fall, without further pourſuit. Vour Honor will give me leave to con- 
clude this Poynt with this Motion; that whilſt the Deſſeignes of Spayne are yet 
in Nubibas, uncertaine which way they will drive, and therefore the Affaires 
here in a great Irreſolution, 9 Warre, becauſe they have not an 
Aſſurance of Peace; yf her Majeſty ſhall be pleaſed to haſten her Ambaſſador's 
coming ſomewhat the ſooner, before tyme ſhall ſettle a clearer Judgment of 
| thoſe doubtfull Projects, his Preſence may be able to worke thoſe Courſes in this 
Place, which may, yf not advance, yet ſecond and fortifye the Service of her 
State: Dum in dubio eft animus, facile momento huc illuc impellitur. 

We hear that the Archduke doth ſend to the Prynces in Germany an Ambaſſa- 
dor named Vadeville, to Contrequar the Ambaſſage the States ſent lately to 
them; to pray them to joyn with him, which may cauſe a generall Peace in 
Chryſtendom; to reunite to his obedience his revolted Subjects, and licence 
him to levie with them 6000 Men. Amongſt other Diſcourſes which here we 
have, this is ſayd, that yf the Archduke riſes from Oftend, he will be willing to 

_ himſelf from thoſe Parts, and the King of Spayne as willing to re- 

him, becauſe there is now no hope that he ſhall have iſſue by the Infanta, 
which was the fondamentall Reaſon of that Tranſport) thereby to induce the 
States to a more eaſie accord; and becauſe the Somms of Mony which he did con- 
tribute Monethly to the Warre, are waſtfully conſumed, and converted to the 
luperfluous Magnificence of their Court. + * 

The laſt Weeke, three of the Preiſts that came out of England, departed 
from hence, forward on their Jorney. The Doctor is yet here. I am dayly ask- 
ed the Reaſon of their Liberty: I * my Anſwers, according to the Humours

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of the Demandors: To ſome I fay, yt will now appear that thoſe are ſcandalous Au. 160 t. 
and falſe Libells which ſome of their Sef# have Publiſhed, that in her Majeſtie's Www 
 Reigne, any of their Profeſſion have been perſecuted, or have ſuffered for Reli- - 
gion: That their pretended Religion is but a diſguiſed Maske, the more covertly 
ro contryve their diſſoyall Pradtizes. That the Pope is but the Vaſſall of 
Spayne, to ſend forth the Jeſuits under the colour of Devotion, to make Wway 
to his ambitious and tyranous Deſſeignes. To others, that theſe are not the 
firſt that have been baniſhed. Thar the pourſuite of their els, (follow'don 
both parts with fo much Acrimonie) doth ſhew their turbulent and ſoditiout 
Spirits: and how incompatible Liberty of Conſcience would be with the Repoſe 
of her Majeſtie's Government, ſith in their Perſecution (as they terme yt) they 
proſecute one another with this _ Hatred. They are gone to Rome to trye 
the Juſtice of their Cauſe, by the Teethe; where, which Party ſoever ſhall gain, 
the common Cauſe muſt needs 2 whoſe Nakedneſs will be diſtovered and 
ſhewn diſplayed, to the View of the World. I have been ſollicited, to ſpeake 
in their Favour to Monſieur de Villeroy, who took much Exception againſt the 
Word Baniſhment in the Paſſport; bur I praied to be excuſed, aſſuring them, 
that I would neither meddle without Warrant, — 4 nor cos take notice 
eyther of their Perſons or Cauſe. I wiſhed them to uſe her Majeſtie's gracious 
Favours ſoberly and d:ſereetly, and for rhe right end, for the which it is in the 
Bounty of her Mercy conferred upon them. Vf no other Good ſucceed there- 
by, yet France doth owe this Obligation ro her Majeſtie, that hereby the Fe- 
flies Pretenſions for their Re-eſtabliſhment are much weaken'd, and the Nunc io 
in deſpayre further to advance them. * N wi 
Here is in this Town a Flemiſh Gentlewoman who long e hath lyved in 
| England, and as I learn is Wydow to oneDeemock. She comerh from Rome, whe- 
ther ſhe pretendeth to have gone upon a bon Voiage. The Nuncio here hath 
ſollicited the King to recommend her by his Letters to her Majeſtic, but Mon- 
fieur de Villeroy doth make ſome difficulty to diſpatche her. The Queen like- 
wiſe hath been ſollicited for that purpoſe, and hath promyſed her that Favour. 
The Solemnities of the * apo. are deferred till I his ſontyde; from which 
the Grand Duke doth excuſe himſelf by the Ambaſſador whom he doth ſend, 
as holding yt Preſumption, to be Partner with ſo great a Potentate as the 
Pope. The Alliance with the Sz:ſers is accorded, but yet not ſworne; all the 
Cantons, both great and ſinall, Catholique and of the Religion, renounce the 
Alliance of Spayne, and bynde themſebues to à Ligue defenſive and offenſive 
With the Crowne of France, Pa all Princes and States in the World, ſavi 
aynſt the French Countge, (with which they will hold good F ads end 
Neighbourhood) and the Duke of Milan, with the which they will continue their 
Ligue defenſive and offenſive, even againſt this Crowne: For they have the Droit 
de Bienſeance to that State, as pregnant as France, and yf it ſhall be aſſailed b 
any, do hope to have their part au gaſteau. The Debt which this Crowne doth | 
owe unto them, did amount to eight millions and four hundred thouſand Crowns, 
for the which they are contented to be payd at divers Terms. The Treatie yet 
is not come amongſt us, but I ſhall have means to procure a Copie to ſend your 
Honor.

| Right Honorable, Darn, 3 Feb. 1601. O. S. 
H E two laſt Diſpatches of the 20 of January, which with ſo carefull Di- 
ligence yt pleaſed your Honor to redouble upon me, came to my hands 
the 290. The King was then gone a hunting, and retorned not before the next 
Day, which was S2#terday, and late in the Evening. Upon Sonday Morning at 
his tiſing, 4 Acceſs; to whom when I came; he ſaid, that his Ambaſ- 
_ *© fadors advertiſed him that the Spaniards in Ireland were rendered, but 
that the Particularities they had referred to my Relation. I then, according 
to thoſe ample Inſtructions receaved from your Honor, delivered from Point 
to Point the particular Articles of the Capitulation; which when he had well 
** comprehended, I remonſtrated the Reaſons which moved the Lord Deputy to 
grant thoſe Conditions, inſiſting upon the nomber of Spaniards remaining 
within the Towne of K7ngsale; the Weakneſs of his Army, which the Nature 
of the Climate, and Seaſon of the Year did dayly conſume: The Quallitie of the 
other Ports, inacceſſible and tenable; the Attendance of freſh Succours; and 
laſtlie, that her Majeſtie did with more tender Care reſpect the Life and Safe - 
ty of her Subjects, (who could not but languiſh in that Winter Siege,) then 
_ <* ſeek after Revenge upon a miſerable Enemie; whom, though Famine would 
have forced within few Days to have render'd, yet being rendered, muſt have 
ben as now he 
the Judgment Uf the Lord Deputy, and ſaid, that he had taken the ſelf- 
fame Courſe which he heretofore had dune in his Warrs, and upon the like 
** Occaſion would ever do; and from the beginning did wiſh might be taken for

*« States. He then asked what was become of Donne? I anſwered, that he

_*« procure his own Pardon. After ſome pauſe, the King faid, That now her

„ FSpayne, and to give the Command thereof to Sir Francis Vere. I anſwered, 
that before rendition of thoſe Places which the Spaniards did poſſeſs, her Ma- 
jeſtie had a purpoſe to ſend a Fleet towards that Coaſt; to the end, to retorne 
the Force of Spayne from the pourſuite of that Warr. What now we ſhould 
do (the Spaniards being rendered) was uncertaine; whether ſhe wold wholly

I anſwered, that 
the Saree of i founded Actiont, was not to be imputed to Fortune, but to 
want of Judgment, and of due Conſideration; and therefore, the Burthen and 
Waight of this Action (which once nndertaken muſt ever be maintained) doth 
ſtaic her Majeſtie from any preſent Reſolution. The only way to engage her, 
was to enable her to under goe yt; which he might do, yf it wold pleaſe him 
to contribute ſom convenient Somme, proportionable to the Charge of ſuch 
an Enterprize, which I ſaide ſhe wold be content to take in part of Paiement 


of her Debt; and then (as your Honor had commaunded me) I repreſented 


the great Benefit that thereby wold ariſe, both to his Eſtate, which ſhould en- 
joy a continuall Repoſe, and to the Frater, who without this means, or ſom 
other as extraordinary, muſt be forced to ſtrike Saile, and to accommodate 
their Fortunes to the Neceſſity of their Affaires. I added moreover, that the 
King of Spayne being detourned by this unexpected Attempt, to ſend Succours 


unto the Archduke cither of Men or Money before the end of this Sommer, 


the Provinces of Flanders and Artois wold ſtretch open their Armes, to em- 
brace the Honor of his Commandements. To this he anſwer'd not much, but 
firſt complained of his own Neceſſities, unable to give that Satisfaction which 
was demanded at his Hands; and after, that he wold adviſe with his Counſaill 
what was to be done in this Particular which I did negotiate. I praied him to 
conſider that the Seaſon of the Year was far —. and wold not ſuffer any 
long Delay; and withall to underſtand, that her Majeſtie w 'd ſolbe either 
to make Marr or Peace, and not to ſtand any longer upon the defenſrue ; 
which was but to lye at the ar oye pr of her Enemy, and permitt him to 
take ſuch Opportunities as might beſt ſerve his 0wn Advantage. In all ap- 
nach nce of Reaſon, it was to be thought that Peace wold be ſought for at 
er hands; and ſhe not finding her preſent State ſufficient to maintaine the 
Charge of ſo great a Warr, will not refuſe ſuch Conditions of Peace, as the 
Honor of her State with Safety may embrace. And ſo concluded, that he

Mr. JV inwood, I4 March 1601. - 


AV ING informed you in my other Letters, of all thoſe particulers which 
do concern the Canfes of Depredation, which are handled here by the 
ommiſſioners, I think it good alfo to let you know, what hath paſſed between 
this French Ambaſſador and me, concerning the State of the Affairs. in Flaun- 
Zeys. I have told him, that in reſpect of ſome things which I have heard to have 
between ou, and ſome Conncellers of that Eſtate, by waye of Diſtourſ?; 
who being informed 1 of her Majeſtie's purpoſe, to do ſomething upon 
the Coafts of Spayne, ed in no fort to approove that ſo well; as ſome other 
' mayne Actions in Flaundert) it is our Deſire to fall into Conſideration, what is 
- probable that each Prince may be brought unto; for otherwiſe it is in vain to 
peak of things in Generaltys, ſecundum Optata, when in the particuler, there 
15 no ſuch Correſpondency of Deſire or Attion, as may bring forth any proffita- 
ble Confequence to the Place in danger: For whilſt the King doth ſtill wiſh, 
that ſomething might be done, and that it muſt be a common Action, and a great 
Deſſeing, and that wee can never underſtand rightly, what the King will put in 
Execution, when it ſhall come to the npſhorr; there ryſeth no fruit of fuch Diſ- 
courſes. In which Confideration I this Liberty unto him; to let him know, 
that when I confider what the Ki = contribute ro all ſuch Actions, I found 
that ir muſt needs fall within one of theſe three heads, either by an Army to be 
ded between him, the Queen, and the States, and 13 to declare him- 
ſelf; or els to yeald Support of Mony; or to difpofe himſelf to all frendly Offices; 
as in Connivence at this Subject's taking the States Paye; or in faſhioning his 
Proceedings at home and abroad, fo as to interrupte or retarde thoſe things which 
they practice or prepare, for the Advancement of their own Deſſeings. For the 
firſt 1 told him, that for my own part I dream d not of it, for we found by for- 
mer Experience, when it came to any ſuch Periode, then the King flew from it 
abſolutely; and ſeem d rather to object, that it was a Courſe only propounded by 
us, to draw him to break his Peace, ſo as thereof I tould him, it was needeles to 
diſpute. For the ſecond, I thought it a thing moſt eaſy for him to do, moſt rea- 
ſonable, and that whereunto none need to be privy, or if they were, there were 
many Pretexts to cover any ſuch Proceeding. Whereof you may take occaſion 
(by the way) to lett fall, how little hope we have to receave any good Satis- 
faction: Firſt becauſe when there was ſuch a thing on foot, and that the King 
had your in the higheſt Style, yer when ir came to particularitys, he offered a 
Pay for two or three Months, of ſuch Troops as wee ſhonld ſend; when of all 
Charges, that is accompted the leaſt, for Pay to Troops iſſues with tyme; but 
thar * heavyeſt _ is here, is the firſt Levy, which coſt more for 
every headd, then fower Moneths paye, before he paſſe the Seas: So as in that 
point, it ſhall nor be amiſs for you, to prevente any barren offer. You ſhall alſo 
Fer him know, how fhort his laſt Payment of Fifty Thouſand Crowns doth come, 
ether in her Majeſtic's E tion, or of the Condition of his Promiſes ; being 
fo much the lefs valuable alſo, becauſe her Majeſtie fayeth, that ſhe receaveth as 
yet no Certainty in the World, ether when the next Payment ſhall beginn, or 
what ir ſhalt be. I pray you therefore, lett him know that ſo much is obſeryed, 
and prefs thar point, as that which induceth the Queen, rather ro approove this 
firſt mean Payment. And for that Summe, you ſhall underſtand that her Maje- 
ſtie has commarided me, to fpeak to the Ambaſfador, that it may be ether made 
over by Exchange, or els brought over in Quart 4 Eſtus; which if it be, her 
Majeſtic will fend to Deipe or Calais for it. For the laſt Point likewiſe, I went 
thus farr with him, that I was thus perfwaded, that if the King liſted, he might 
very eaſily ſtanquam alina Agent) hinder the coming down of the new Supplies 
thorough Breſſe, of which great good might follow. For yf her Majeſtic ſnold 
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An 1601. enable the States to putt any Army into the Field, which might be doing before 
◻＋I June, (before which tyme they will not be ready to paſs the Mountaynes,) there 


as her. And thus I commit you to God's Protection. 


might be ſome good Deſſeing executed, conſidering the State of Enemy as it is for 
thepreſent. Thus have you all that paſſed here, only Ithink good to advertiſe you, 
that one Furtado, putting himſelf into a Acquaintance with the Spaniſh Amba/- 
ſador in France, pretendeth, that there is ſtyll deſire on the other ſyde to renew 
the Treaty, whereof I thought it not amiſs, in generall termes, to lett ſo much 
fall to the Ambaſſador how wee were now noudellement recherchez; though I 


dyd no way name the Man, nor the Manner, nether ſhall you nced to doe it. 


You may do very well to ule this Language, yf they ſhall ſay, that we take not 
hold of their Propoſitions, or follow not opportunitys; that he ver ſpeaks, 
ſhe acteth and atteth alone: For notwithſtanding her own Warr defenſive, her 
Fleet which now gocth to Sea with the firſt Wind, and ſhall be again ſeconded with 
another Fleet, to be able to lyve out till Winter, being added to the C ſhe 
hath been ar in the Low Countries ſince Oftende was beſieged, hath and muſt 
coſt her above 300000 Crownes: So as her Majeſty waſteth not only in Royall

He is much agreeved, that he was 
not apanicd into the Towne by the Ambaſſadors of other Princes, (only 
the Count de Saulmes went forth to meet him;) but complaineth eſpecially of, 
the unduetifull reſpet# of Ayala, ys gent for the Archduke ; the good of 
whoſe Affaires (as he faith) his Ambeſſage doth particularly concerue; to 
whom he is to goe, ſo ſoone as from hence he ſhall be diſpatched.

N my laſt I advertized your Honor of the Indiſpoſition of the King; of the 
Diſcontents of the Queen, of the generall Acknowledgment of the Practizes 
ol ſome of the cheife of the Nobility, of the ill Satisfaction of the meaner ſorte 
of the People, and laſtly, of the Opinion which here is conceaved of the Prepa- 
raticns of Haine, and what Order is taken not altogether to be unprovided, upon 
any Attempt that may be pretended. The King for his Health is now well, but 
the Apprehenſion of theſe Practizes within the Bowells of his Realme, joyned 
with the Alienation of his Subjects Affections, have ſtruck in his Mind a deep 
Impreſſion of Melancholly and Diſcontent. La Marquiſe hath gaigned the up- 
. per hand, and doth carry away the Maſterie from the Queene, who vowed never
